ginal Abruptneſs and Obſcurity of our Arabian Author 
himſelf in ſome Places, with his frequent Change of 
Subjects, his Digreſſions and Startings from Matter 
of Fact, the then preſent Wars, Tranſactions, and 
Intrigues of Chriſtian Courts, States, and Kingdoms, 
{ for which he was chiefly ſent to Paris) and his Im-

After the barbarous Regicide of Henry the Great, | 
the Name and Malice of what they called the Haug 


plorable Tragedy had fully ſatisfied the cruel and bitter 
Zeal of the Factious Catholicks. France ſeem'd to en- 
joy a ſerene Quiet, and Halcyon-Days, from the Year 


Years of Lewis XIII. as loth to diſturb and ruffie the 


of War, foreſeeing that he would quickly have enough | 
of that, even -in- his eaxly Youth, before he cou'd 
write Man, unleſs he had been a King. | 

During this Minority of his, the Guardianſhip of 
him, and the Regency of the Kingdom, were com- 
mitted to the Qeen- Mother, Mary de Medicis, Daugh- 
ter to the Great Duke of Tuſcany. This Princeſs 
had brought into France a Favourite of hers, a Fs. 


rentine by Birth and Extraction, whom ſhe exalted : 
afterwards to great Dignities, procuring him to be 

made a Marſhal of the Kingdom, and to be inveſted} \ 
with ſo exorbitant a Power at the Court, that the : 


Princes of the Blood, with the other Grandees of 
France, began to look with an ill Eye on him, being 
quite diſguſted at the too portentous Authority of 4 

Stranger. 
Therefore in the Year 1614, they openly ſhew'd 
their Diſcontent by taking up Arms, raiſing e 
| umults 
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Tumults and Inſurrections, which laſted till the Year 
1616, at which Time the King was married to Anne, 
the Daughter of Philip III. King of Spain, whilſt an 
interchangeable Match was made between the young 
Prince of Spain, Son to the ſaid Philip, and Elizabeth, 
Siſter to Leis XIII. Thus theſe two potent Mz- 
narchs bound themſelves to each other, as the World 
judg'd, in ſtricter Obligations of Peace and Friend- 
ſhip, by the Sacred Bonds of Matrimony, and a rect- 

procal Union of their Blood. Which was alſo accom- 
panied with the Bleſſing of an Univerſal Domeſtick 


- Tranquillity, and Ceſſation from Civil Broils in France; 


Henry de Bourbon, Prince of Conde, and the reſt of the 
Confederate Princes, being reconcil'd, in all outward 
Appearance, to the Xing, their Sovereign. But, on a 
ſudden, new Jealouſies ariſing, about the Beginning 
of September 1616, the Prince of Conde was ſeiz d and 
clapp'd up, and Declarations of War publiſh'd againſt 
the Princes, his Confederates. Vet this was all huſh'd 
up again, and a Peace made the following Year, upon 
the Death of the Marſhal d' Ancres, the fore-mention'd 
Florentine, and Favourite of the Queen, who was kill'd 
in the Louvre, by the King's own Command; in that 
when they were going to arreſt him, he offer'd to 
draw his Sword in his Defence. 

The Fall of this Italian ſeem'd now to pacifie all 
Malecontents. But the 2ycer taking it to Heart, re- 
tir d from the Court. Which gave Occaſion to the 
King to aſſume the Publick Adminiſtration of the Go- 
vernment into his own Hands. And a while after, he 
releas'd the Prince of Conde from his Confinement. 

Much about the ſame Time, there broke forth Civil 
Wars among the Gri/ons, upon the Account of Neligi- 
on. For, the Catholicks and Proteſtants continually vex- 
ed one another with mutual Injuries ; and- engaged the 
Kings of France and Spain in their Quarrel : So that 
the Arms of theſe two Kingdoms were employ'd 
againſt each other on a Foreign Account, for many 


Years, |

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In the mean while, the Dake of Luines ſucceeding 
the Marſbal d Ancres in the Prime Miniſtry of France, 


the Princes and Nobles conceiv'd as great a Diſſike and 


Hatred of his Power at the Coxrt, as they had before 
done of the others. So that, in ſhort, they took up 
Arms alſo, and gave the Xing no ſmall Trouble, who 
was at the fame Tune moleſted by the Factious At- 
tempts of the Pueen-Mother's Party. But by the Aſſiſt- 


+ ance and Counſel of the Prince of Conde, who now 


prov'd faithful and ſerviceable to him, he ſuppreſs'd all 
his Domeſtick Enemies, and reſtor'd Quietneſs in France; 
the Dreen-Mother allo and her Party being reconcild 
to him. 

Things remained in this Poſture, till the Duke of 
Rhoan, aud his Brother Monſjeur Soubize, rais'd new 
Commotions in the Kingdom. The RNochellers, at the 
Ame Time, took up Arras in Defence of their Reli- 
gion, and call'd in the Exgliſb to their Aſſiſtance; who 
ſent a Navy of an hundred and twenty Ships, un- 
der the Command of the Duke of Buckingham ; but 
all to no Effect. For, though the Erg/iſþ landed in 
the Iſle of Rhee, after many ſharp Conflicts, yet they 
were ſoon expelPd again, and a long Siege laid to Ro- 
chel, under the Conduct of Cardinal Rich/ien, ind the 
Marſhal de Schomberg, who reduc'd that City to the 
King's Obedience, raz'd the Walls, and left it as open 
as a Village, that it might be a Terror and Example 
to others; teaching them rather to confide in the Cle- 
mency and Faith of their Sovereign, than to try the 
Force of his Arms. 'This was done in the Year 1628. 
From which Time the Rebels, as it were by Strife, 
return'd to their Duty, ſeeking who ſhould be moft 
forward in teſtifying their Obedience to the King, and 
their Repentance for what was paſt. Thus was Peace 
once more reſtor'd to France at Home; that the King 
might have the more Leiſure to proſecute the War in 
Ztaly: Whither he led his Victorious Army, taking 
many Towns in his Way to Cazal, which he haſten'd 
to relieve, it being at this Time beſieged by Spinola, 
| the 
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the Spani/p General. In a Word, he came within Sight 
of the very Walls, and ſo near to the Spaniards, that 
both Armies were ready to engage, when Mazarine 
(afterwards made Cardinal) ran between, . and induc'd 
them to Terms of Peace. h 
A while after this, a Peace was concluded between 
the Emperor and the Duke of Mantua; the latter ha- 
ving the Poſſeſſion of Mantua, Montferrat, and other 
Phces, confirm'd to him by an Imperial Decree. But 
as if Fate had ordain'd, that the Arms of France ſhould 
not rult, or be long idle, but that they ſhould be con- 
ſtantly kept in Exerciſe, by equal Viciſſitudes of Fo- 
reign and Domeſtick Wars; no ſooner was this Peace 
concluded, which gave ſome Reſpite to the French A- 
broad, when new Stirs aroſe at Home ; occaſioned firſt 
through ſome Miſunderſtandings between the Qgeen- 
Mother and Cardinal Richlieu, which. afterwards were - 
improv'd into open Hatred and Enmity; the 2ueen- 
Mother having drawn into her Party the Duke of Or- 
leans, Brother to the King ; .a Man who had conceiv- 
ed an irreconcilable Averſion for that Potent Mini- 
ger. Till at length Things coming to an inevitable 
Rupture at the Court, the Queen Mother fled privately. 
into Nauders, and the Duke of Orleans into Lorrain ; 
from - whence he afterwards followed her into Flanders 


alſo. | 


The next Year he ruſh'd into Dauphine with a con- 
fuſed Army, and the Duke of Montmorency came over 
to his Side. Who being Governour of that Province, 
brought great Forces with him, and .gave new Cou- 
rage to the Invaders. Inſomuch as they enter'd Bat- 
tel with the Mar/ſbal de Schomberg, General of the King's 
Army. 'The Fight was ſhort and bloody, wherein the 
Rebels were routed, having loſt many of their princi- 
pal Leaders on the Spot; whilſt the Duke of Montme- 
rency was taken Priſoner, and afterwards beheaded, 
by Sentence of the Parliament. This concluded the 
Year 1632. But the Duke of Orleans did not return to 
his Duty till the Year 1634. From which Time the 

A 5 Kingdom 
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Kingdom of France was ſtill by various Turns kept in 
active Poſture, either of Defence or, Offence ; partly 
by Domeſtick Factions, and partly by Foreign Engage- 
ments of Allies or Enemies, even to the Time of the 
7 hr Spy's Arrival at Paris, which was in the Year 
1037. 3 

I paſs over theſe three laſt Years, before his com- 
ing to Paris, with the more Brevity, that there ma 

be Room to ſay ſomething of the other Wars in which 
Europe had all along been equally engaged, from the 


Murther of Henry IV. or thereabouts, to the ſame Year 


1037 ; and this ſhall be done as conciſely as may be, 
That ſo the Reader may have the clearer Idea and 
Underſtanding of what our Spy entertains him with, in 
the Courſe of his Fir Letters, to the Year 1643, when 
Lewis XIV. the preſent King of France, began his Reign. 
Whoſe Life and Actions gave an immediate Turn to 


all Affairs, both in his own” Dominions and the other 


Nations of Europe. 

In the Year 1610, the Town of Gu/ich, in the Ne- 
therlands, was ſurrendered to Prince Maurice of Naſſau, 
after many Princes had claim'd it, upon the Death of 
Duke John William, who left no Heirs of his Body. 


And Prince Maurice himſelf was obliged to the French | 
for their Aid in obtaining it. About the ſame Time, 


the Moors were expell'd out of Spain, to the Number 


"cf. nine hundred "Thouſand. Of which our Spy takes 
Notice in ſome of his Letters. 


In the Year 1611, Sigi/mund, King of Poland, took 
Smolenſto, a very ſtrong Town of the Muſcovites, after 


two Years Siege. Whoſe Son Uladiſiaus, the Muſco- 


&ites choſe for their Duke or Czar, of which repenting 
in a little Time, there broke forth a bloody War in 


thoſe Parts. 

The ſame Year died Char/es, the King of Sroedeland, 
being ſucceeded by his Son Guy/tavus ; though ſome 
endeavour'd to transfer the Crown to Sigi/mund King 


of Poland. 


a 
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In the Year 1612, died Rodo/ph, Emperor of Ger- 


many, Who was ſucceeded by Matthias his Brother. 
A while after this, the Venetians made War upon Fer- 
dinand, Arch-Duke of Auſtria, Son of the Arch-Duke 
Charles; who was Brother to the Emperor Maximilian II. 
This War laſted to the Year 1618, at which Time it 
was finiſh'd. 

In the mean while, the War between the Dukes of 
Mantua and Savoy broke forth about the Principality 
of Montferrat. It was occaſion'd by the Death of 
Francis, Duke of Mantua; who leaving no Male- 
Iſſue behind him, Cardinal Ferdinand, his Brother, 
under the Protection of the King of Spain, took 
Poſſeſſion of that Principality, which he detended by 
Arms againſt Charies Philibert, Duke of Savoy. This 
War alſo laſted to the Year 1618, at which Time it 
was ended by the powerful Intervention of the French 
King. 

About this Time there broke out a moſt cruel War 
in Germany, on this Occaſion. Ferdinand, Arch-Duke 
of Auſtria, and King of Bohemia, receiv'd alſo from 
the Emperor Matthias, the Kingdom of Hungary on 
certain Conditions. Which Conditions ſeeming diſad- 
vantageous to the Prfeftants, they made an Infur- 
rection, firſt at Prague in Bohemia, where they kill'd 
the Magiſtrates, and then they were ſoon follow'd by 
all Bohemia, and the adjoining Provinces, who took up 


Arms againſt the King, under the Conduct of Erne/t 


Mansfe!t and other Grandes. 8 
In the Vear 1619, Matthias the Emperor died, whom 
Ferdinand, the aforeſaid King of Bobemia and Hungary 
ſucceeding, proſecuted the War very vigorouſly againſt 
the Rebels. In the mean while, they choſe for King of 
Bohemia, Frederick, Elector Palatine of the Rhine, who 
had married the Lady Elizabeth, Daughter to James J. 
King of England. He with his new Qucen were the 
ſame Year ſolemnly crown'd at Prague: And the Year 
following, their Forces being routed by the Emperor, 
they themſelves were forced to flee into He//and, where 
4 6 ä they 
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they led a private Life ever afterwards. In the mean 
while, Bohemia, with the other revolting Provinces, re- 
turn'd to their Obedience, And this was thought to 
be a Leading Card to the Religious War, which about 
the ſame Time was raiſed among the Griſans: Of which 
Mention is made above. Nay, and the fame is ſup- 
E to have had Influence on the Commotions rais d 

y the Hugonots, inhabiting the Foot of the Pyrenees, 
againſt whom Lewis XIII. made a ſucceſsful Expedition 
in, the Year 1620. reducing the greateſt part of that 
Province to their Duty and Allegiance ; though the fol- 
lowing Year gave him ſome freſh Trouble, and the 
Loſs of many great Neb/es ; among whom were the 
Duke of Mayne, Governour of Guienne; and the Duke 
of Luines, F irſt Miniſter of State. 

About the ſame Time died Pope Pau! V. being ſuc- 
ceeded by Gregory XV. who fate in the Chair but two 
Years and a few Months, when dying he left it to 
Urban III. | 
In the Year 1624, Breda was beſieged by Spinola, the | 
Spaniſh General, and ſurrendred in 1625. In the mean 
while, Count Mansfe/t infeſted Germany with frequent 
Excurſions, being got at the Head of a bold Ti of 


Freebooters ; but at length he was defeated by Tilly, a 
brave and expert General on the Imperial Side. Then 
he was forced to flee for Sanctuary into Tranſylvania ; 
and from thence going to Venice, he died in the 

Year 1626. | | 
All theſe Things our Spy glances at in his Letters, 
but with ſome Abruptneſs and Obſcurity : Which ren- 
ders him ſcarcely intelligible in thoſe Places, to ſuch as 
know not the Hiſtory. Tis for this Reaſon we are at 
the Pains of giving a ary weary View of the Wars 
and Tranſactions in Europe, before his coming to Paris. 
Therefore to proceed; Guffamns, King of Stuedeland, 
came out of his Territories in the Year 1630, and en 
tered Pomerania with a mighty Army. From whence, 
and from all the adjacent Provinces, he drove the In 
perialiſts, In the Year 1631, he entered the * in 
criour 
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feriour Parts of the Empire, taking innumerable Towns, 
and filling all Places with Terror. And this he did under 
Pretext of vindicating the Evpangelicks or Proteſtants. 
In vain did T:/ly, the General of the Catholicks, oppoſe 
him. All that he could do, was to burn Magdeburg h 
to Aſhes. | 

After which the Proteſtant Princes held a Dyet or 
Aſſembly at Teipfick, where they enter'd into a Confe- 
deracy againſt the Emperor, joining their Forces with 
thoſe of Gu/tavus. Againſt theſe Ti/ly march'd with 
General Papenheim, and laid cloſe Siege to Leipfich, 
which they were forc'd/to ſurrender upon Conditions. 

After this, the King of Stoedeland, the Duke of 
Saxony, with the other Confederate Princes, took to 
the Field; and there was a terrible Fight between 
them and the Imperialifts at Lelpfick, whoſe Conſe- 
quence prov'd fatal to the latter: For T/ly having 
Joſt ten thouſand of his Men, was forced to flee 
himſelf z whilſt Leipfck fell into the Hands of the 
Duke of Saxony. This Victory open'd a clear W 
for the King of Stoedelund to over-run all Germany. 
So that having taken Virtzberg, he ſoon reduc'd all 
Franconia or Frankenland; after that Mentz, with 
other Provinces, ſpreading like a Fire, or a Deluge of 
Water. In the mean while, the Duke of Saxony in- 
vaded Bohemia ; and took Prague, the Capital City of 
that Kingdom. In a Word, ſo general was the Con- 
ſternation throughout the Empire, that ſome Princes, 
to divert the Storm which they ſaw hanging over 
their Heads, had Recourſe to the Protection of the 
King of France; who accordingly by his Mediation 
ſereen d them from Violence; eſpecially the Archbiſhop 
of Triers or Treves. = 

In the Year 1632, the King of Swedeland purſu'd 
the Courſe of his Victories; ravaging without Stop or 
Oppoſition, through Alſatia, Bavaria, and other Parts, 
ſtill taking Towns and ftrong Holds, filling all Places 
alſo with Ruine and Deſolation. At length paſling the 
Danube, he routed Tilly once more with all his Ar- 


my, 
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my, who died ſoon after of a Wound he receiv'd in 
the Battle. 


Walleftein was ſtreight ſubſtituted in his Place, who | 4 


recover'd Prague in Bohemia from the Saxons. Then 
after many Conflicts and Skirmiſhes he encounter'd the 
King of Szwedel/and at Lutzen, a Town not far from 
Leipfick. This Battle prov'd fatal to Guſtavus, for in 


it he loſt his Life, and not long after him, General 


Papenheim on the German Side. 


The fame Year Sigiſmond, King of Poland, dying, 
his Son U/adiſiaus ſucceeded in the Throne. The 
Stoedes were not the leaſt diſcouraged from proſe- 
cuting the War by the Death of their King; but 


whereas before they fought for Conqueſt and Li- 
berty, now they ſeemed to fight for Revenge. Chri- 
ina, the Daughter of Gu/tavas Adolphus, was ſoon 


ſet upon the Throne of Sweden. After this there was | 


a Dyet held at Francfort, conſiſting of Swedes and Sax- 
ons. Then there was another aſſembled at Hailbrun, 
And the Year 1634, the States of Saxony met at 
Helberſtadt, to conſult about their own Safety. Much 
about the ſame Time happened the Sicges of Rati/- 
bonne and Norlingen. This Year was noted with tra- 
gical Characters, on the Account of the great Deſola- 
tion made in the Provinces lying on the Rhine, by 
War, Peſtilence, and Famine: Where People were 
reduc'd to thoſe Streights, as to feed on human Fleſh, 
and to do other Things, which will ſcarce now ſeem 
credible. 

The next Year 1635, ſeem'd to give a new Turn to 
the Affairs in Germany, For the Duke of Saxony, Bran- 
denburgh, and Luxemburgh, having had a Treaty at 
Prague im Bohemia, came over to the Emperor's Party. 
Yet the Szoedes ſtill puriu'd the War. 

The two following Years were remarkable for 
the Election of Ferdinand III. who was choſen King 
of the Romans 1636, and ſucceeded his Father in 
the Empire 1637; as alſo for the Irruption made by 


Calaſſio, General of the German Forces into France: 
| Which 
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Which was attended with various Events on both 
Sides: Till at length, toward the End of 1637, 
Galaſſio returned with his Army into the Empire again. 
The ſame Year before there was a notable Sea Fight 
between the Spaniards and Hollanders. Prince Maurice 
overcame the Portugueſe in Braſil, and took from them 
immenſe Riches. The Prince of Orange beſieged Bre- 
da, and took it. The ſame Year died Boliſſaus, the 
laſt Duke of Pomerania. Much about the ſame Time, 
the Pope carneſtly exhorted the Princes of Europe to 
eſtabliſh a General Peace. 

Such was the Face of Things in Chrifendom, when 
this Tur came firſt to Paris: And it is evident that 
the Scenes were often chang'd in the Courſe of thoſe 
former Years which I have here recounted. And fo 
they have been ever fince: Which was the true Rea- 
ſon of that Variety of Subjects, with which our Au- 
thor abounds. In ſome Letters giving an Account of 
Battels, Sieges, and other Events of Compaigns ; gloſ- 
ſing alſo and deſcanting on the good Conduct or 
Over - fights of Great Generals; gn the Valour of 
famous Captains; and, in general, on the Fortune 
of War. In others he treats of Court - Intrigues, 
Junto's of Politicians, and * ſubtle Propoſals of Stateſ- 
men. | | 
Again, when he writes to his intimate Friends, he 
either entertains them with melancholy Complaints 
of his long Abſence from Conſtantinople, and his na- 
tive Country; with the Inconveniencies, Miſeries, 
Hazards, and Hardſhips that attend it; or elſe di- 
verts them with ſome trifling Diſcourſe, comical 
Story, or ſomething very unuſual, ſurprizing, and 
ſtrange. | | 

In the Time of War, he ſeems to be a curious En- 
groſſer of the earlieſt and choiceſt News. In time 
of Peace, he watches the Motions of Cardinal Rich- 
lieu, Mazarine, Olivarez, and other great Miniſters 
of State. For this end he had his Agents about in 
every Corner of the Court of Fance, beſides his In- 

/ telligencers 
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telligencers of Vienna, Venice, or ſome other City of 
Europe. 

But give him Leave ſometimes to lay aſide the 
Cares and buſie Toils of Life. And wonder not if 
he ſeem in ſome of his Letters very melancholy ; in 
others, of a contrary Humour, chearful and frolick- 
ſome: For theſe Unevenneſſes of Temper happen to 
every Man. | | 

You ſhall hear him ſometimes wiſhing himſelf 
in the Pyramids of Eg „ confin'd and enclos'd 
within thoſe Antique Piles; a Companion of Ghoſts 
and Devils, rather than lead the Life he did in 
Paris. When at another Seaſon » you ſhall find 
him all over Content and Reſignation it ſelf in the 
Abſtract. 

Beſides, the Difference of his Vears ought to 
be conſider d; which at the Climacterical Periods, 
are obſerv'd to alter Mens Spirits, as well as their 
Bodies. So that 'tis no Wonder, if in the Courſe 
of Five and Forty Years, which he paſsd away 
at Paris, both his Genius and Converſation may 
ſeem to vary at ſome critical Seaſons, through 
the natural Force of Time, and the Change of the 
Elements, of which his Body was compounded: 
As he himſelf in his Letters makes the ſame Apo- 
lo 
40 to al this, his daily Improvements by Obſer- 
vation, Experience, Reading, Meditating, Converle, 
and Habitual Engagements in the World. For which 
Reaſon alone, it 1wou'd be -unequal to expect the 
ſame Method of Writing from. him, either as to 
Senſe or Style, Matter or Form, when he was but 
Thirty or Forty Years old; as when he was Three- 
ſcore, or Threeſcore and Ten. Moſt of the Famous 
Writers in the World, have not only chang'd the 
Opinions which they harbour'd in their greener Years; 
but before they came to the Age of our Spy, ſome 
-of them have publickly recanted them, both with 
their Tongue and Pen. Neither is it a Shame to 
- any 
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any Man, fo long as the old Axiom is true : Humanum 

e errare; at Errores feliciter retractare, vere Di- 

if vinum. 

Neither could our Spy, conſidering his Educati- 

1. on in the Mahometan Religion, take a properer Me- 
| thod, in my Opinion, to diſengage himſelf from the 

Legends of the Nurſery, and the Fables of the Schools, 


| than to follow the Counſel of his beloved des Car- 
tes, the French Philoſopher, whom he ſo much 
admired; and who adviſes every one . that would 
perfect his Reaſon, and arrive at the Knowledge of 
undiſguiſed Truth, to ſhake off the Prepoſſeſſions 
and Prejudices of his Infancy and Youth ; to wipe, 
# bruſh, or ſweep his Soul clean of the very Duſt 
and Relicks left behind on our Faculties, by thoſe 
firſt Foreign Invaſions and Encroachments on our 
Minds. Having thus cleanſed and poliſhed the Soul, 
it becomes a pure Tabula Raſa, fit for the beſt or 
worſt Impreſſions. And here's the firſt Start of the 
Free-Will : For, before this, a Man is a perfect 
the Slave,- driven up and down by every Spirit that blows 
led : ſtrongeſt on him. Whereas now he begins to feel 
Apo- ſome Strength and Confiſtence in himſelf : Being 

able to fay with interior and ſolid Reaſon; Cogito , 
per- ſum. Fixing therefore on this Foundation, he 
:erſe, builds a Fortreſs, or Strong- Hold; from whence 
Ihe defies all the Attempts of open Enemies, or fly 
ſecret Interlopers; neither permitting himſelf to be 
debauched by the Prophaneneſs of Libertines and A. 
beiſts, nor by the ridiculous Enthuftaſms of Fana- 
ticks and Zealots, This is the Courſe which our 
urk ſeems to have taken with himſelf, when he 
once arrived at thoſe Years, wherein Men uſually 
. Pegin to examine the Grounds of Religion, and bring 
he Documents and Traditions of their Fathers to the 
eſt of Senſe and Reaſon, Tis no Wonder there- 
ne to Pere if in ſome Letters to his familiar and intimate 


any | Friends, 


(as a great Man calls our Infant Idea, of Things 
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to the Rules of that Phi/o/epher ; and 'tis well known 


much enamour'd with the 1zdian Gentiles, who art 
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Friends, he diſcourſes of ſuch Matters with more 
Freedom, than when he writes to the Mui, the 
Mufti”s Vicar , the Preacher of the Seraglio, or any 
of the Grandees. Yet even to theſe he makes bold 
ſometimes to propole Queries, and ſtart Scruples ; 
which plainly diſcover, that he was not fully fatiſl- 
fied in many Principles and Practices of the Maho- 
metans. I 

On the other Hand, when he writes to the Few, 
his Correſpondent at Vienna, he endeavours to re- 
claim him from a too fond and implicit Confidence 
in the Hebrew Rahbb?s, whom he calls Religious Tri- 
feers, ridiculing their Fables and vain In/titutions; and 
perſuading his Friend not to be over pious, but to | 
attend the Affairs of his Employment with Alacri- 
ty, and to be zealous in the Grand Signior's Ser- 
vice. He likewiſe frequently explodes the Vanity 
and Superſtition of ſome Sort of Chri/tians, with 
ſome Tartneſs indeed, but free from all ill Nature 
and Bitterneſs, every where ſpeaking honourably of 
Chrift Feſus our Bleſſed Saviour ; only condemning | 
the Vices and Errors of his Fe//owers. Which laſt-is 
no more, than what would become a Chri/tian Di. 
vine; Whoſe Duty it is to reprove and correct whatſo- 
ever he ſees amiſs in thoſe that profeſs the Chri/tian 
Faith. : | 

In general, he appears a Man void of Superſti- 
tion and Bigottry. And if he ſeems partial, or by- 
aſs'd any Ways, it is in the Point of Alſtinence from 
Fleſh, and the Doctrine of Tranſmigration. Where- 
by we may conclude he was a Pythagorean, which is 
no new or uncommon Thing among the Tris, there 
being a particular Sect of Mahometans, wholly devoted 


that Pythagoriſm is in great Reputation all over the 


Eaſt. 


Hence we need not wonder, that he appears { 
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the ſtricteſt Obſervers of Abſtinence, and of the whole 
Pythagorean Diſcipline, of any People in the World, as 
as all our Modern Travellers can teſtify. . 

Though he cannot be called an Antiquary , yet 
he appears a great Lover of Antiquities ; and no 
leſs an Admirer of new Diſcoveries ; provided th 
be both of them Matters of Importance, and 3 
a wiſe Man's Regard. For it does not belong to 
either of theſe Characters, that a Man is a curi- 
ous Collector of Medals, Images, Pictures, and a 
thouſand other inſignificant Trifles, which can nei- 
ther ſerve to illuſtrate Hifory, regulate Chronology , 
nor adjuſt any momentous Difficulty in the Records 
of Time; but are only reverenced for their Ruſtineſs, 
illegible Characters, and exotick Figure: Nor that 
he is fond of every little Improvement in Arts or 
Sciences, which perhaps has no other Tendency than 
the Advantage of ſome particular Trade or Profe/- 
ſion among Men, and ſerves only to divert the Mind 
from more folid Objects. Whereas our Arabian aſ- 
pires at higher Things : He loves Antiquities, but 
'tis only ſuch as draw the Veil from off the Infarty 
of Time, and uncover the Cradle of the World. This 
makes him inſiſt with ſo much Zeal and Paſſion, on 
the Records of the Chineſe and Indians. He ad- 
mires New-Diſcoveries, but only ſuch as ſhall either 
conduct us to the yet unknown Parts of the Earth, or 
preſent her with a truer and more perfect Scheme 
of the Heavens, than what was before extant; as 
may be ſeen by his. Letters to Oſman Adrooneth., 
Aſtrologer to the Sultan, Vol. VIII. Book IV. Page 
268. and to Abdelmelec Muli Omer, Preſident of 
the College of Sciences at Fez, Vol. VIII. Book IV. 
Page 336. 

He often. praiſes and recommends the Reading of 
Hiſtory to his Friends: And throughout the Courſe 
of theſe Letters, gives ſufficient Proofs that he is no 
Stranger to it. Which yet need not be laid to his 

Charge 
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Charge, as if he affected to be thought a knowing 
Man ; or that he ſpent his Time jn Studies foreign to 
his Employment. For he began to read Hifories, as 
he himſelf declarcs, long before he came to Paris, as 
foon as he was releaſed from his Captivity in Palermo, 
in Sicily, and had Acceſs to the Academies. Which 
makes it no Wonder, that he ſhould employ his vacant 


Hours in the Libraries of Paris, after he came thither ; 
being a very inquiſitive Man, and greedy of Knowledge. | 
Beſides, he was commanded by his Superiors thus to | 
improve himſelf, and to tranſmit the Alſftracts of what 
he read, to Conſtantinople : Which is a ſufficient Excuſe | 


for all. 


It only remains now, that we touch upon ſome Tranſ- | 
actions of the Eaſt, as we have already done upon thoſe | 
in the Veſt: That ſo the Reader, who perhaps has | 
not the Leiſure to peruſe the Turkiſh Hiſtory, may | 


the better underſtand ſome Paſſages in theſe Letters re- 


Acting thereto. | 
Our Spy was born in the Reign of Sultan Achmet 3 


during whoſe Life, he being but a Youth, it will be to 


no Purpoſe to recount what happened in thoſe Parts, or 


between that Monarch and the Chriſtians. | 
Achmet dying, was ſucceeded by Mu/tapha, his Bro- 


ther: Of whom our Author makes ſome Mention; 


as of his throwing Gold' to the Fiſhes of the Sea; 


and of the Cruelty of Sultan Amurath IV. in cauſing | 
him to be firangfed. Indeed, he was a Prince, who 
made ſo ſmall and contemptible a Figure in the World, 


that few Hiſtorians take any other Notice of him, 
than as a Man more fit for a Convent, than for a Royal 
Palace. | 
Therefore he being depos'd, and remanded to his 
former Priſon, where he had ſpent his Youth, Oſman, 


the Son of Acbnet, was placed in the Throne of his 
Fathers. He renewed the ancient Leagues, which had 
been made between his Anceftors and ſeveral Chriſtian 


Princes ; wrote Letters to Fames I. King of E ay 
4 
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'Lewis XIII. King of Fance; aided the Emperor of 
Germany againſt the Hungarians, Bohemians, and other 
Rebels. But at length entring into a War with Poland, 
his Army was beaten, from which Time his Affairs 
began to decline. And next Year giving out that he 
would make a Pilgrimage to Mecha, he was dj ge 
by the Favizaries, who ſuſpected that he deſigned to

or Not long after this, there was a Rebellion rais'd in 
i/tian the Holy Land by Facardine, the brave and famous Emir 
d, and of Sidon; with whom joined ſome other diſcontented 
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 Baſſa's and Bey's of Egypt. But Amurath ſending pow- 

erful Forces againſt them, reduced them to their 
Duty. Afterwards enticing Facardine to Conſtantinople, 
the old Emir went accordingly with forty thouſand 
Men at his Heels : Who encamped at a Diſtance from 
the City: But at length truſting too much to Sultan 
Amurath's Allurements and fair Promiſes, he ventured 
ſo far into the Grand Signior's Clutches, that he was 
ſtrangled. This our Spy deſcants upon in ſeveral 
Letters. ; 
Next followed the Taking of Ravan by the Perſians; 
which was accompanied by the Rebellion of the Beg- 
lerbeg of Greece. At which Time there raged a de- 
ſtructive Plague at Conſtantinople. In this Year our Spy 
came to Paris. Much about the ſame Time, the ox 4 
fians routed the Turks before Babylon, and forced them 
to raiſe the Siege. 

Amurath was enraged with theſe reiterated ill Suc- 
ceſſes, that collecting together a mighty Army, he 
led them in Perſon to the Walls of Babylon, and laid 
cloſe Siege to that City, reſolving never to return to 
Conſtantinople, till he had won that important Place: 
Which he accordingly: did, with an infinite Slaughter 
of the Perfians, Our Spy ſpeaks much of this Siege, 
ſometimes extolling the Gy of Schah Abbas, King 
of the Perſians ; at other Times magnifying the Valour 
of Amurath. 

The Grand Signior returning from this ſucceſsful 
Campaign, enter'd Con/ftantinopte in Triumph; and be- 
ing puffed up with his Victories, gave the Reins to his 
Paſtion, committing a thouſand Exorbitances and Cruel- 
ties. At length he died of a Fever, which he got by 
exceſſive Drinking of Wine and Spirits, to which he 
had much addicted himſelf. 

Hrabim, Brother to Amurath, ſucceeded in the 
Throne; a Prince wholly given over to the Amours 
of Women. Yet he commenc'd that long and tedious

Years, and which was not ended till the Surrender 
of Candia, the chief City of the Ifland bearing that 
Name, which conſummated the Congue/? of the whole

The Occaſion of this War is related variouſly. Our 
Hiftories affirm, That it was begun on the Account of 
Sultan Ibrahim's Son being taken Captive by the Knights 
of Malta; who was afterwards educated in that 
Iſland, became a Monk, and for Diſtinction's Sake, in 
regard of his ſuppoſed Extraction, was called Padre Ot- 
tomanno, or Father Ottoman. Our Spy contradicts all 
this, and ſays, he was only the Son of a Female Slave, 
belonging to the Seraill, there being no Account to be 
had of his Father. 

Ibrahim being tranſported with an extravagant Luft 
after Women, and having debauched the Matis Daugh- 
ter; the Mufti, with the Grand Vizir, and ſome 
other Ba//a's, conſpired againſt him, drawing his own 
Mother into. the' Plot. At length he was ſeized, de- 
pos'd, and after ſome Days Confinement, growing mad, 
he was ſtrangled in his Priſon, and his Son Mahs- 
met IV. aſcended the Throne; a Prince addicted more 
to Hunting, and the Pleaſures of a Country-Life , than 
to War or Love of Women. Whence it was, that he 
{ſpent moſt of his Summers in ſome delightful Solitude, 
where the agreeable Shades of Trees, the purling 
Streams, and Harmony of Birds, invited him, as to an 
earthly Paradiſe. Yet this hinder'd not the Grand Vizir 
from proſecuting the Wars in Hungary, Dalmatia, Can- 
dia, and elſewhere, as there was Occaſion. Of all 
which Things, our Spy gives Hints in his Letters, ac- 
cording to their proper Seaſons. 


To draw towards a Concluſion, the Reader of theſe 


Letters may obſerve, 'That our Spy, in ſome of them, 
makes mention of ſeveral Papers and Fournals which 
came to his Hands ; and of one which he wrote him- 
ſelf in the Academies, whergin is contain'd the Hi/ory 

of 
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of his Touth, with the moſt memorable Adventurg 
which befel him in hat part of his Life. 

But among Foreign Journals, he ſeems to put the 
greateſt Value on thofe of Carcoa, Peſteli Huli, his Bro- 
ther, and Z/ouf, his Couſin. The firſt of theſe was a 
private Agent for the Grand Signior at Vienna, who 
lived ſome Years there after our Spy came to Paris, 
and held a ſtrict Correſpondence with him by Order 
of the Turkiſh Divan, as appears by ſcveral Letters 
in the Firſt and Second Volumes. But at length dy. 
ing, his Fournal and other Papers were ſent by his 
Succeſſor to our Spy, with a Ring which Carcoa had 

ueathed him as a Legacy and Token of his invio- 
lable Friendſhip, even to Death. " 

This Journal, as we may gather from fome of our 
Mie Letters, contains Copies of all the Diſpatches 
which Carcoa ſent to the Miniſters of the Port, during 
his Reſidence at Vienna; with ſome of their Letters to 
him. In theſe, as we may farther colle&, is couched 
a Hiſtory of all the moſt remarkable Tranſactions in 
Europe, with paraffel Occurrences and Events in the 
Eaſt, from the Year 1600, or thereabouts, to the Year 
1652, at which Time Carcoa died. Our Spy, beſides 
other Commendations which he gives this Journal of 
Carcoa, particularly celebrates it in one of his laſt Les 
ters, to Nathan Ben Saddi, a Few at Vienna, At the 
firſt Receipt of that Journal, he ſent an Anſwer to Na.

The ſecond Journal is that of Peſteli Hali, Brother to 
our Spy, and a great Traveller in 4/4. - At his Re- 
turn to Conflantinople, he was made Maſter of the Cu- 
oms, and Superintendent of the Arſenal there. His 
Journal contains an accurate Account of his Travels 
hrough Syria, Arabia, Pera, India, China, Tartary, 
Georgia, Circaſſia, Mingrelia, &c. with choice Remarks 
and Obſervations on the divers Religions, Laws, Cuſtoms, 
and Forms of Government, which he found among ſo 
-any People of different Nations: As alſo ſeveral ſtrange 
and pleaſant Adventures that happen'd to him on the 
Roads, and in Cities; the Eſcapes he made from Rob- 
ders, and his Intrigues with the Perſian and Indian 
Ladies. All which our Spy profeſſes he took great 
Delight to read. In a Word, according to the 
haracter which he gives of this Journal, we may 
believe, that it contains many uſeful and pleaſant 
Memoirs, in Hiſtory, Philoſophy, Morality, and the Po- 
HHS. 

As for the Fourna! of Tſouf, his Couſin, we may 

onclude from ſeveral Letters in our. Spy, that it de- 
erves much the ſame Character: Only with this Ad- 
mtage, That beſides his Travels h all, or 
oft of the foremention d Countries in the Eaſt, he 
dds an Account of his Journeys through the South,

'ord, upon the Reading of this Journal, he con- 
eived ſo great an Affection for his Couſin Jou, the 
Author of it, that he recommends him to his Bro- 
her Peſteli Hali, and to one of the Baſ/a's, as a Man 
leſerving the Sultans Favour, and ſome Preferments 
aitable to his Abilities Which may be a ſufficient

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Ground for us to believe, That this Journal was ny 
ſtuffed with vain Romantic Fables, and empty Trifle, 
but that it had ſomething in it Extraordinary and Illu 

If therefore the Pub/iſher of theſe Volumes, who hu 
been at great Expence and Pains in endeavouring t 
retrieve the ſaid [Fournals, ſhould ever be ſo happy 
to ſucceed in his Attempt, he promiſes himſelf, Tha 
the Publication of the ſaid Fournals, will be a War 
both uſeful and acceptable to the World.

The Surprize of the 7talian was yet greater, when 
after having conſidered theſe Characters with more At- 
tention, he found them to be Arabick; which Language 
was not altogether unknown to him, which made him 
ook narrowlier into them, where he found, That they 
treated of Affairs of State: That they contained Rela- 
tions of War and Peace; and diſcourſed not only of 
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the Affairs of France, but of thoſe of all Chri/tendim, !

The. curious Italian was in no ſmall Impatience, to 
know how and where theſe Memorials had been writ, Ml * 
and by what Adventure they came to lie fo neglected Ml 
in a Corner of his Chamber.

He afterwards queſtioned his Landlord, with great ve

Precaution, concerning the Papers; and he informed 
him even to the leaſt Circumſtances. 
He told him, That a Stranger, who ſaid he was a 
Native of Mo/4avia, habited like an Eccleſiaſtict, great- 
ſtudious, of ſmall Stature, of a very coarſe Counte- 
nance, but of ſurprizing Goodneſs of Life, had lived 
long at his Houſe. That he came to lodge there in 
the Year 1664, and had ftaid eighteen Years with him; 
that being gone abroad one Day, he return'd no more, 
and they had no certain News of him ſince. He was a- 
bout Seventy Years old, had left ſome Manuſcripts, that 
no Body underſtood, and ſome Montes, which was an 
ment, that his Departure was not premeditated. 
He added, That he had always a Lamp, Day and 
Night, burning in his Chamber; had but few Move- 
ables, only ſome Books, a ſmall Tome of St. Auſtin, 
Tacitus, and the Alcoran, with the Picture of Maſaniello, 
whom he praiſed very much, calling him the Mo/es of 
Naples. He ſaid farther, That this Stranger's greateſt 
Friend, and whom he faw often, was a Man which moſt 
People took for a Saint, ſome for a Few, and others 
ſuſpected to be a Turk. - According to the Landlord's 
Report, he came to Paris in the Year 1637, being then 
but 28 Years of Age. At firft, he had lodg'd with a 
Flemming ; he went oft to Court ; Monies never failed 
him; he had Friends, and paſſed for very learned. As 
for his End, this Man thinks he died miſerably : It be- 
ing ſuſpected that he had been thrown into the River. 
The Talian being. ſufficiently inſtructed by what he 


had heard, applied himſelf to the Study of the Arabian

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Lan ; and as he had already ſome Knowledge in 
it, 2 learn'd enough to tranſlate theſe Manu- 
ſcripts, which he undertook a while after ; and he ex- 
amined with Care the Truth of what the Mo/davian had 
writ, confronting the Events he met, with the Hiſtories 
of thoſe Times; and to ſucceed the better, ſearch'd 
the moſt approved Memorials, having had Acceſs into 
the Cabinets of Princes and their Miniſters. : 

Theſe Letters contain the moit conſiderable Intrigues 

of the Court of France, and the moſt remarkable Tranſ- 
d actions of Chriſtendom, which have been ſent to ſeveral 
Officers of the Oztoman Court. 
By theſe may be known the Perſpicacity of this A- 
gent of the Turks ; and by him the Prudence of thoſe 
that command in that Nation, who choſe (the better 
to penetrate into the Affairs of Chri/tians) a Man who 
could not be ſuſpected by his Exterior; who was de- 
form'd, but prudent and adviſed ; and, for the better 
oncealing him, deftined his ordinary Abode in one of 
the greateſt and moſt peopled Cities of Europr. 

During his being at Paris, which was Forty five 
ears, he has been Eye-witneſs of many great Changes; 
12s ſeen the Death of two great Miniſters of State; 
has ſeen that Kingdom involved in War, without and 
vithin. He was ſcarce ſettled in Paris, but he was 
itneſs to the Birth of a King, who ſurpaſſed thoſe 
nat preceded him; in a Time, when the Queen's Bar- 
enneſs, cauſed the King, her Huſband, to deſpair of 
ver having a Son that ſhould ſuccecd him. 

During the Courſe of ſo many Years, he hath ſeen 
aties revolt, and return again to the Obedience of 
heir Sovereign ; Princes of the Blood make War againſt 
heir King; and Queen Mary de Medicis, Wife, Mother, 
nd Mother-in-Law to ſome of the greateſt Kings in 
rape, die in Exile in Cologne. 

He ſpeaks frankly of the Princes of Chriſtendom, and 
'*plains his Sentiments with Liberty. He faith, The 
mperor commands Princes, the King of Spain Men, 
nd the King of France ſees Men, and even Kings, obey 
us Orders, He adds, That the Firſt commands and

brave Soldiers, and is well nigh obey'd by crown! 
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prays, the Second ſees oft times more effected than iſ

Heads. There appears no Heat or Animoſity in him, 
in what he writes againſt the Pope. In diſcourſing df 
the Emperor and King of Spain, he ſays, That both of 
them having Provinces of ſuch vaſt Extent, they an 
not much concerned at the Loſſes they ſuſtain. 

He believed that England was more powerful that 
the Empire and Spain at Sea. He apprehended more th: 
Counſels of the Republict of Venice than their Arms 
He magnifies what paſſed in the Wars of Candy, hid 
the Venetians ſupported with ſo much Bravery again 
the Forces of the Otroman Empire. The Genoe/es wit 
him are perfect Chymifts. He ſpeaks of the laſt Plague 
and laſt War that this Commonwealth had been afflite! 
with; he touches ſomething of the late Conſpiraq 
againſt the State by Raggi and Torne; and to ſhew th: 
he underſtood their Hiſtory, he ſays ſomewhat d

Labour, great Aſſiduity, and long Watchings, he cam nc 
as he writes himſelf, to underſtand Greet and Lai nc 
Authors; he had Commerce afterwards with the be er 
Maſters; and during his ſojourning in the Fend of 
Court, he joined Experience to the Knowledge he h ©; 
acquired, i 
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He explains himſelf neatly, and ſpeaks of Things 
with great Frankneſs. His Style ſhews a great Liberty, 
of Spirit, and not Paſſion ; and if it appear that he ac- 
commodates himſelf to the Faſhion of the Court, one 
may ſee that it is not of Deſign to pleaſe, but that he 
wiſely conforms himſelf ſometimes to the Genius's of 
Nations. | 

Thou wilt find in his Letters Vit and Learning. If 
ſometimes he appears tart, 'tis to ſhew his Vivacity, 
ha not to diſoblige; and he appears all over fully inſtructed 
in Antient and Modern Hittory. He is very reſerved 
when he blames, and ſeems perſuaded when he praiſes. 
When he ſpeaks to the great Men of the Port, his Style 
is very grave; and he changes, when he writes to 
meiner Perſons. - He never tells News that he is not 
aſſured of, nor thinks of divining Things that ſeem 
obſcure to him. 

He gives rare Leſſons when he writes of the Revo- 
lutions of Catalonia, the Kingdoms of Naples, Portugal 
and England, which happen'd in our Days; with ſtrange 
Circumſtances, terrible Marthers, and the Death of a 
Potent King, martyr'd by his own Subjects upon a 
Scaffold before his own Door. 

He weighs much the Duke of Gu:/es hardy Reſolu- 
tion of going to Naples, to ſuccour the Revolted there; 
and he reaſons not as a Barbarian, but like an able 
Stateſman and wiſe Philoſopher, on the Riſe and Ruin 
of States. He always diſcourſes with Liberty, and 
what he ſays, is filled with ſolid and agreeable Thoughts. 
He ſpeaks ſometimes of the Cruelty and Tyranny of 
the Turks, of the Violence of the Miniſters of the Port, | 
and upon the precipitated Death which many of the | 
Sultans, Baſſa's and Vizirs are forced to ſufter. But | | 
this Language is only to his Friends and Confidents. 

However, though theſe Letters be neither Greek 
nor Latin, nor written by a Chriſtian, they contain 
nothing of Barbarous; and though the Ignorant be in 
great Numbers amongſt the Turks, there are yet Men 
of great Underſtanding that write the Aunals of the 
Ottoman Empire, though __y rs not eaſily come * 
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for their Books not being printed, they ſcarce ever reach 
us. We may notwithſtanding believe, That amongf 
this Nation, that we term barbarous, there are great and 
wiſe Captains, good Men, and learned Authors ; as we 
have amongſt us Generals without Conduct, hypocriti- 
cal Votaries, and ignorant Fellows that pretend to be 
Maſters. a 

To juſtify what I affirm of the Turks, let us but con- 
ſider their Victories, which have gained them ſo many 
Kingdoms, their Power at Sea, their Exactneſs to pu- 
niſh Crimes, and to reward Merit. As for Printing, they 
would never endure it amongſt them. 4 Grand YVizir' 


ent of it was remarkable; which ſhews rather 


their Prudence, than any Effect of their Ignorance. A 
famous Printer of Holland, by Religion a Fer, came 
to Conſtantinople, bringing Preſſes with him, with Cha- 
raters of all Sorts of 1dioms, particularly Arabick, Turk 
2%, Greek and Perf an Letters, with Deſign to introduce 
the Uſe of Printing into that great City. As ſoon as the 
Fizir was informed of it, he cauſed the Few to be 
hanged, and broke all his Engines, and Millions of Cha- 
racters which he had brought; declaring, it would be a 


great Cruelty, that one Man ſhould, to enrich himſelf, 


take the Bread. out of the Mouths of eleven thouſand 
Scribes, who gained their Livings at Con/tantinople, by 
their Pens. 

Pernſe, Gentle Reader, what I offer, without Fear 
of tiring thy ſelf, or being deceived. As Chriſtian Au- 
thors think of nothing ordinarily, but of writing Pa- 
negyricks in Hopes of Reward, we have reaſon to believe 
not to find all the Truth in their Works. Intereſt and 
Paſſion do often make good Princes paſs for 'Tyrants, 
and unjuſt and cruel Princes are ſometimes transferred 
to Poſterity for Models of Juſtice and Clemency. This 
occaſions Hiftories which iſſue from ſo corrupt a Source, 
to ſerve like a. pitch'd. Field for modern Writers, where 
the one and the other combat for the Deſtruction of 
Truth; the one falſly reporting what they have heard; 
and the other, by as badly repreſenting the Things 
they ſeem to witneſs. Moſt Princes will have: their

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Altars, and then *tis no Wonder, if there are Prieſts 


fund to ſacrifice to Falſhood, and Idolaters. to deface the 
Statue of Truth. ; 

There is no General that will not always ſeem Con- 

queror, and Princes never confeſs their Loſſes ; which 
occaſions a Confuſion, and the Actions of Men do 
thereby become doubtful. 
How many Times have we ſeen both the Victors 
and Vanquiſhed make Bonfires for their Succeſles ? 
And, in our Days, we have known the French rejoice, 
and the Spaniards and Germans ſing their Te Deum, for 
the ſame Thing. 

As we are, perhaps, now leſs juſt than in Ages paſt, 
it is difficult to write 'Things as they are, particularly 
during the Lives of Princes, whoſe Hiſtory cannot be 
writ without Fear, nor the Truth faid without Danger. 
For theſe Reaſons, we ought not to queſtion the Credit 
of our Arabian, who reports with Liberty, what came 
to his Knowledge: Beſides, he being an univerſal Ene- 
my to Chriſtianity, and a concealed one, neither dif- 
obliged or gained by any, and religiouſly true to his 


Prince, whom he adores as a Divinity, it cannot be 


imagined that he ſays any Thing for Fear or Favour. 
As theſe Relations have been read with Attention 
and diligently examined, we may be aſſured of an 
exact Hiſtory, abounding in conſiderable Events ; and 
this Hiſtory being ſeparated into Letters, as the Au- 
thor writ them, the Reader may read them without 
repining. If he will not acknowledge the Tran ſla- 
tor's Pains, let him at leaſt receive the Labours of a 
dead Man with Civility, one that never dreamed his 
Memorials would be printed, and that ſerved his Maſter 
faithfully. 

Thele Sentiments made him exactly follow that Sen- 
tence of St. Auſtin, found in the Front of his Works:

Rrain'd to yield, by the continual Fire and Valour d 
the Behegers. , 

Had not the Hellanders become Maſters of this Place, 
they had been, as it were, block'd up on the Side df 
Brabant, and had the Enemy always at their Gate: 
whereas, now they are more at large. We ought to 
rejoice rather at their Acquiſition, than thoſe of the 
Spaniards, with whom we never had Peace. 

This Place is fortified with much Regularity. It hath 
Fiſtcen Baſtions, beſides ſome little Forts on the Moat 
ſide. There are Five Horn-works without. The Place 
is conſiderable for its Greatneſs. It contains 5000 Hou 
ſes, with great Gardens; and there are three principi 
Gates. 

I mention theſe Particulars, becauſe thou art a Man 
of War. Receive my Letter kindly ; believe me thy 
Friend, and do not doubt of my Fidelity. If thou will 
add to thy Valour by new Merit, which will heighten 
the Conſideration Men have for thee, I will teach the 
a Secret, which will not be very Expenſive, but ver 
Delightful. Read at times, the Hiſtories of others, and 
particularly thoſe of the greateſt and molt fortunatt 
Princes, and their Captains. Imitate rather the Wile 
than thoſe who have only ſignaliz'd themſelves by the!

The Wars which are carried on at preſent in A//ace, 
look as if they would laſt long. The Death of GH. 
ous Adolphus, King of Sweden, the ſecond Scourge of 
the Imperialiſts, who was flain Six Years ſince, did not 
terminate the Differences of Germany; they are greater 
than ever ; and there appears in the new Generals of 
the Armies, vaſter Deſigns than thoſe in their Prede- 
ceſſors. Perhaps, they will revenge the Death of Ga- 
favus,, who was kill'd, not as the Chriſtians affirm 7 but 
by one of the Forty Germans who had bound them- 
ſelves by Oath,never to quit their Swords before they had 
ſlain him, as the Tzrki/þ Hiſtorians do write. 

Duke Bernard Weymar, of no leſs Valour than Gu/ta- 
5, commands the reſt of the Szwediſþ Army, with a 
good Number of French Troops, and many Chriſtian 
Hereticks of Germany. Victory attends the Arms of 
this General; and, the Princes which are united for 
Defence of the Empire, begin to. apprehend a Captain, 
who obſerves leſs the Rules of War, than the Emoti- 
ons of his Valour, and whom they perceive ſeconded by. 
Fortune. But he doth not conſider, That in weakening 
an Emperor, he doth augment the Forces of a King, who 
will enjoy the Fruits of his Labours, and ſuppreſs him in 
ſpite of his Bravery when he pleaſes. In the mean time, 
[ am of opinion, That it is our Intereſt, that Weymar- 
be always victorious. It may be faid of him, That he. 
had fold to France all but his Glory, having reſerved no- 
thing for himſelf but Hope. 

All that this Duke can conquer from the Germans is. 
tor the French King, who furniſhes him with Troops, 
with Arms, and with Moneys, beſide wiſe Advice. Car- 
dinal Rich/ieu, who is an able Stateſman, fails not to. 
perſuade his Maſter, That the Places which Weymar 
ſhall take in the Empire, with the Army which he com- 
mands, are the Effects of his Counſels, and his Majeſty's.

This Day entertained a Man which came from 1tah, 

and hath ſerved in the French Troops. He gives thi 
Account of the Death of Marſhal Crequi. 

The 17th of this Moon, this General having approach 
ed the Lines of the Spaniards, to view their Work, 
and to fight them, in caſe he judged it expedient, ; 
Cannon Bullet ſeparated his Body in Two, and the 
Bullet being taken up, they were ſurprized to ſe 1 
Croſs graved upon it, about which were alſo engrare 
Letters, which made theſe two Words, TO CRE AU 
This Bullet, the Croſs and the Letters, cauſed no irn 
Aſtoniſnment, than the Death of this Captain did Ser 
row; and every Body ſpoke his Sentiments of it. 

Many treat the Spaniards as Magicians and Sorceren, 
Thoſe who are perſuaded of the Power of Necromang, 
affirm, That the Devil can carry a Bullet to the Place 
whither *tis defign'd : Others are of a contrary Sentiment, 
and believe, there is no Power. without the Command 
ment of the Great God. There are others, who belie 
neither Charms, nor Characters, nor Magick; who, de 
ſpiſing all theſe Superſtitions, attribute all to Deſtia 
and I belieye the ſame.. Ahmet Celebi explains thi 
perfectly well in his Journal, which begins in the 1026 
Year of our Hegira ; when he affirms, That all Thing 
which paſs here below are effected by the Orders oipecr« 
Feaven.. We cannot doubt (ſays he) but. the Event 
© which we ſee, are the Effects of the Will of God; eat 
ye mult believe, he ſuffers all Things to happen if 
Second Cauſes. 

Flad not Su/tan Oſman irritated the Fanizaries a 
Spabi's, by throwing them into the River alive, wha 
he ran diſguiſed through the Streets of Con/tantinep# 
and found them drinking Wine in Taverns : And ha 
he not-publiſhed his Deſign of reforming his Militi 

al 
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nd tranſporting the Imperial Seat elſewhere, he had not 
perhaps been murthered with ſo much Ignominy. 

Gid ſent him a terrible Dream before his Death. He 
Jought he ſaw our Great Prophet ſnatching the Alco- 
an, which he was then reading, out of his Hand, and 
king from him by Force his Coat of Arms, and ſtriking 
im down with ſuch a great Box on the Ear, that he 
ould not get up again. Thou knoweſt he conſulted 
he Aſtrologers, and Interpreters of Dreams thereupon. 
ach vill not report what he, who was his Præceptor, laid, 
pr it was plain Flattery ; but we ſaw, what was fore- 
od by the Aſtrologers came punctually to paſs. Theſe 
ud foretold, That the Emperor ſhould never ſee the 
eaſt of Ramexan; becauſe the Star which preſided at 
bs Birth, was much obſcured in its Conjunction with the 
Planet that was then predominant ; which made them 
firm, he would die in a very little Time. The 1g- 


rich was without a Turbant. 

He faid, all in Tears, to his Murtherers, 72 ſaw this 
Morning your Emperor upon the Throne, and this Even- 
ws you are for throwing him into a Dung-Cart, deſigned 


t his reſiſting of thoſe that ſtrangled him, cauſed him 
o ſuffer much Pain. They took hold of him by the 
ecret Parts; and one of his Ears was cut off, and car- 
ed to the Yalide, who expected the News of his 
heath. The Will of God appears in this Adventure 
alſo, the Power of Second Cauſes, Thou mayeſt ſee 
ll this in the Journal of Ahmet. Had not Marſhal 
equi been in the Wars, he had not perhaps ended his 
Days by a violent Death; and had he not been ſo raſh 


al Bullet had not touched him.

ominy wherewith his Death was accompanied, was an 
fect of De/tiny ; for never any of the O/mans ſuffer'd:

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We ſee hereby an Effect of God's Will accompanie

In the mean time, accuſe me not of Ignorance 
Superſtition, if I have been long in entertaining thee, 
upon a Matter in Action betwixt Man and the Devil 
Thou knoweſt, that by Magick Art, we number the 
Twelve Spirits or Angels, which preſide over each d 
the Sigus of the Zodiac, which govern the Natiom 
People, and Cities committed to their Care. In lik 
manner, in the ſecret Cab3a/a of the Fers by the 
Twelve Anagrams of the Great Name of Gd, and, 
according to the Colour of the Stone where theſe Anz 
grams were engraved, they judged of the Future; per. 
forming thereby Things very aſtoniſhing. They ban 
ſubjected our Bodies to theſe Twelve Signs, and dix. 
ded them into Twelve principal Members. But hoy 
many ſurprizing Things are done with the Number 
Seven, to which they have applied tlie Seven Planets; 
by means whereof they diſcover the Secret of the good 
or evil Fortune of Men? Add to this, the Invocation 
of Spirits, and the Power of Figures, of Words, d 
Herbs, of Writings, of holy Characters, and ſo many 
other Inchantments, wherewith they conſult the Blad 
Angels ; and thou wilt find that Men do many Wonden 
by this Art, which they cannot do without Ceri 
Aſſiſtance. 

The little Bits of Paper, cut Triangular wiſe, which 
Tockta Cham, the King of Perſa's General, cauſed to 
be thrown in the Night round abdut the Imperial Tent 
of the Great Vizir Afis, (in each of which there w 
a certain: Word writ) wrought more conſiderable Et 
fects, than the Spaniard's inchanted Bullet, which kill 
Marſhal Cregui. The Ottoman Army revolted the Di 
following, as if poſſeſs'd with Furies. The moſt ſed: 
tious took and bound the YVizir, and made him rallt 
the Siege of Babylon. And the King of Perſia, who hat 
already diſmiſſed Muſtapha Aga, our Envoy, with the 
Treaty, whereby he ſurrendered this Place, being ad, 
vertiſed of the precipitate Retreat of our Army, cauſed

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Muſapha to be called back, tearing the Treaty he had 
given him; and in his Preſence, bad him tell his Gene- 
ral, He could not do ſo ſhameful an Action, as to ſufren- 
der ſo important a Place to an Army that was running 
Way. 

Read 
this Ahmet Celebi's Book, and thou wilt ſee, that all 
theſe Prodigies arriv'd in one Day. The Hiſtorian makes 
do Judgement upon this Adventure, he only reports 
t; neither do I believe it was an Effect of the En- 
hantments of theſe Bits of Paper, and the Characters 
ontained in them; becauſe it is certain our Army was 
greatly preſſed with Hunger.

After the Death of the French General, Breme 
yas preſently delivered to the Spaniards, by the Coward- 
nels of the Governour, who incurr'd in time a rigo- 
dus Deſtiny for it; having his Head cut off at Cazal, 
url here they had impriſon'd him.

I have been told, that formerly there were but 23 
and now their Number is faid to be 72; which is tha 
of the Diſciples of the Chriſtian Meſſiah; but they art 
ſeldom compleat.

I fay nothing of the great Quantity of Artillery, 
mounted upon the Ships and Galleons, for fear of trou- 
bling thee with the News of a great Victory, wherein 
the French gain'd ſo many Veſſels and ſuch great Riche; 
25 will ſuffice to equip a great Fleet. a 

The Prince beſieges the Place and preſſes it; but the 
ganiards defend themſelves bravely, and much Blood 
will be ſhed there. 

The Prieſt of Bourdeaux, which theſe. Infidck call 
the Archbiſhop, was come thither with 60 Sail, where- 
of 42 are Men of War, and the reſt Attenders; with 
ſme Fireſhips, filled with bituminous Matter, which 
enflames eaſily to burn the Enemies Ships where they 
can come at them; ſo that there is nothing wanting in 
the Armies by Sea or Land. 

This Archbiſhop of Baurdeaux, makes more Noiſe at 
preſent than the Pope; and 'tis credible, That what he 
has done, will gain him great Favour with his King. 

He has, with as much Courage, inveſted 14 Gallies 
and 4 Frigates, which came from the Neighbouring 
Ports to. the Relief of Fontarabia, with 3000 natural 
arias as, | 

He fought Six Hours together with this new Army 
which he entirely defeated, having burnt and ſunk all 
theſe Ships, except- one Galley, which was ſtranded and 
render'd uſeleſs. The Admiral of Spain, with 800 Men, 
was blown up; which was no ſmall Misfortune to the 
W4riards, who loſt upon this Occaſion a great Number 
ot Soxdiers and Seamen: And 'tis believ'd, they will 
not be able to appear before their Enemies at Sea this 
great while. 

If ſo many Loſſes ſuffer'd by a Party, are not advan- 
ageous to the Grand Seignior, becauſe the other is grown 
o much the ſtronger thereby, he will however gain this 
benefit by it, That the French and Spaniſb being both

But the Count 
Harcuur, General of the Armies of the Levant, for tit 
King, having given them Chace, ſome of them retin 
to the Coaſts of Genoa; where they were attack d 
a like Number of thoſe of France, which had till fa 
lowed them fince they were ſeen before Marſeilles. 

It was the firſt of this Moon that they fought. Ne 
ver appeared more Valour; never was Combat mort 
terrible; and 'tis ſcarce conceivable what Blood wt 
ſhed.

The Victory coſt much Blood; which the French pre- 
ended to, ſeeing they took Six Gallies from their Ene- 


ies, amongſt which was The Royal Patran of Spain, 


be Captain, and the Patron of Sicily, with Eight Hun- 
red Priſoners 3 having themſelves loſt but Three Gal- 
ies, Which were taken by the Spaniards. The follow- 
ng Night there aroſe ſo violent a Tempeſt, that the 
ea had well nigh ſwallowed the Victorious and the 
anquiſhed. The French loſt the Royal Patron of Spain, 
hich breaking looſe, retir'd into a little Port of the 
diver of Genoa, where the Inhabitants of Arenzano ſei- 
ing it, reſtored it to the Spaniards, which, they ſay 
ere, the French will not fail to revenge. 

I am perſuaded that all I write to thee is true, be- 
auſe I have it from diſintereſted Hands, and ſuch as 
now the Truth of what paſſes. 

They add only, that the Gallies of Spain having 
fore Slaves and Soldiers, the Victory of the French was 
y ſo much the more glorious ; and they affirm, that 
e other had Two Thouſand Foot extraordinary, de- 
gned for Milan.

The Loſs of ſo many Gallies, great Ships, and other 
Veſſels made this Year, by the Friends of the Empire, 
the True Faithfu!, do much leſſen the Reputation d 
dhe Ottoman Greatneſs. 

The Niſcourſes made hereon by the Chri/tians, ar 
o many Invectives againſt the Honour of Amurath = 
againſt thine, and that of our Nation. If it be byaf 
Decree of Heaven, that theſe Venetian Pirates have 
taken this Year all the Gallies of Africt, we mul 
then conclude, that God is offended with us, and does 
not hear our Prayers. .For .my part, I believe it; but 
I ſhould not be a good Muſſulman, ſhould I pretend to 
underſtand the Secrets of Providence. 

They write from Marſeilles, that the People of Turi, WM"

Thou ſhalt be ſufficiently informed by the Baſq of 
the Sea, of Piccinino's Adventure; he will ſhew thee 
what I have written.

He was but nine Years old when he loſt his Father,

Life; and there were two different Natures obſery 
ble in his Perſon, an invincible Courage in the Fill 
and fuch a Paſſion for Women, as made him be often | 
to weep among/i them. He has had greater Weakneſſ 
than Hercules, and he gloried in them. He challengy 
the braveſt Man in all France, the Duke of Guiſe, t 
fingle Fight ; but the King interpoſed his Authority 
hinder the Combat. | 

This King performed an Action during his Youth 
which our Derviſes would have certainly ſet'down 1 
their Regiſters as greatly remarkable. On a certat 
Day wherein he was to fight a pitch'd Battle, being a 
Horſeback in the midſt of his Army, he made publi 
Reparation to a young Woman whom he had defloy 
red, and ſpake in theſe Terms: I have forced this Wi 
man you ſee here, and uſed Threats when Entreaties wi 
not bring her to my Luſt. Let all that hear me, dilt 
the bad Example I have given. And as for your Pal 
shom I have thus toronged, chuſe an Husband, and! 
ceive from me ſuch a Portion, as may ſeem in ſome | 
an Amends for the Injury I have done you.“ 

It ſeems as if this ſo-laudable an Action was appt 
ved of by Heaven: For having immediately hereupd 
given Battle, he overthrew a mighty Army with a fe 


The Ladies, who bore Henry no Ill-will for his Te 
derneſs to their Sex, greatly intereſſed themſelves 
the Affairs of War, wherein this Prince was an 
Head of the Hugonot Party: And they gave Occali 
to a Proverb, which laſted a great while. There d 
ing ſome who were for making a Peace, and - 
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War; this War was called The Ladies War. This 
Prince had been in ſo many Fights, that I believe one 
may truly fay in this Particular, never any Prince came 
near him: For who ever in one Day was in two Bat- 
tles, and came off victorious? 

King Charles IX. dying during this time, the Queen- 
Mother ſent for her other Son in great Diligence, wha 
hid been elected ſome Moons before King of Poland, 
by the Death of Sigi/mund Auguſtus. "Tis ſaid, that 
(harles's Succeſſor having been advertiſed of the Death 
of the King his Brother, fled in the Night from Cra- 
via only with two Perſons who were his Confidents, 
and retired to Venice; and tis ſaid that the Courtegans 
of this famous City, aſſured the Crown to our Henry; 
or having been infected with the Diſtemper which 
he French call the Neapolitan Diſeaſe, and other Na- 
tions the French Pox, he became incapable of having 
Children to perpetuate the Crown in the Branch of 
alis. : 

After his Death, which was violent and perpetrated 
by a Chriftian Derviſe, - Henry III. dying without an 
Heir, and his Throne being ſought by different Pre- 
tenders, Henry, to whom alone his Birth had given 
Right, became Maſter of it by his Patience : His Fa- 
tigues in War, and his Courage, made him vanquiſh 

obſtacles. He maintain'd his Right with an unpa- 
eld Valour, and carried himſelf with the greateſt 
Prudence; yet, his greateſt Succeſſes are owing to 
the Greatneſs of his Heart. He met ſometimes with 
Diadvantage, but oftner came out Conqueror from 

Engagements; and 'tis obſervable, he was the 

prouder after the Battles won, becauſe he had before 
W-ppeared extraordinary familiar with the Soldiers who 
hd helped him to win them. He was wont to be of- 

ten in his Stables to ſee his Horſes; and often ſlept 
mongſt theſe Creatures, whom he termed his moſt 
eichful Courtiers. How difficult ſoever the Way was 
Which was to lead him to the Throne, he would not 

re be diſheartened ; theſe Difficulties ſerving only to en- 
reale his Courage, He 8 the Spaniards confedera- 

2 ted 
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ted with his Enemies; yet he alone, without any oth 

Aſſiſtance, but of ſome few faithful Troops, fate dow 
before Paris, which was the moſt famous Siege fing 
that of Feraſalem by Titus. He reduced the Ink 
tants of this Capital of the Kingdom, to live on te 
moſt abject Meats one can imagine, aftei they had x 
ſumed the Rats, Mice, Dogs and Cats, which were f 
ſome time the greateſt Delicacies the beſt People of th 
Town could meet with. But he was, for all this, (d 
ter he had given ſeveral Aſſaults) forced to raiſe fl 

Siege, and accommodate himſelf with the Prince, wh 
commands all the Prie/ts amongſt the Catholicks ; mi 
he again renounced Calviniſm, wherewith he was i 
fected, and which ſerved as a Pretence to his Enemis 
He was crowned in the ſame manner his other Predec 
ſors had been before him. He began to govern his King 
dom, ruined by ſo many Wars, Pillages and Conal 
ſions made by all ſorts of People, and ſo repaired ith 
his good Government, that he was ſoon in a Conditid 
to embelliſh it. He ouilt ſeveral magnificent Bridge 
raiſed ſtately Edifices, and forgot nothing which mig 
re-eſtabliſh thoſe good Orders which the Licentiouines 
of the Times had overthrown. | 

But what this King deſigned againſt us, as ſoon as hel 
was ſettled on the Throne, will appear at the ſame 
time to thee both dreadful and admirable. As ſoon a 
ever he had made a general Peace with his Enemies 
he laid the Foundations of the moſt Heroick Delign 
that ever Man invented, wherein he ſhewed himld 
not inferior to the firſt of the Cz/ars, nor the Conque 
ror of Aſi a. 

He undertook to overthrow all the Monarchies 0 
the World, to give a new Face to all the Afﬀaars « 
it, and to deſtroy, in a ſhort time, the Empire of th 
Ottomans. But before he began ſuch a great Enter 
prize, he was for paying all the Debts of the Crow! 
and his own in particular; which amounted all toge 
ther, to near an hundred Millions, and it was a pro 
digious Thing to find ſo much Money, without { 
ling the Kingdom, or engaging the People; yet "Wi

true that he got this Money, and paid thoſe Debts 
vith it. 

He was for dividing Chriſtendom into fifteen equal 
Dominations, five of which ſhould obey Kings that

There was found in this Here's Cloſet, after his 
Jeath, a Memorial written with his own Hand, where- 
be had already mark'd twelve Ambaſſadors for ſeve- 
Places in Chriſtendome, for the negotiating of ſo 
reat an Affair; and the Pope, Republick of Venice, 
Wd Duke of Savoy, had been already acquainted with

'Tis faid, he apply'd himſelf for ten Years together, 
W {carching the Means to make his Project take; he 
we great Penſions to the Cardinals at Rome, and in 
ermany to ſeveral Officers; and he had in France, be- 
des the Troops I have already mentioned, four 
louſand Gentlemen, who were ſo devoted to him, 
Wt they were ready to mount on Horſeback on the 
Wl Order from him. 

He had already fifteen Millions in the Baſtile; and 
e that had the Superintendency of his Treaſure, pro- 
ſed to add thereunto, in leſs than three Years, 
gy more Millions, without touching the ordinary 
Venues. 
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I have no Knowledge of the Manner how he wollt 
divide the Eftates of the Sultan. But Henry was aff 
finated juft as he was ready to leave Paris, to begi 
ſo great a Work; being killed in his Coach, in the 
Arms of his moſt faithful Courtiers: And the fa] 
Stroke which carried him out of the World, deliver! 
the Empire of the true Believers : This Empire, whok 
Throne is fo high that it reaches up to the Firf Hu. 
den, Whence it ſcares the Ia dels, and ſecures the good 
Muſſulmans from the Inſults of the Chriſtians, 

One of theſe old Men I mention'd, has aſſured me, 
he heard the King ſpeak theſe following Words fone 
Days before his Death: I all never go out of thi 
Town ; I know not what with-holds me : 1 ſhall never a. 
rompliſh what I deſign, never ſee the Deſtruction of Con. 
ftantinople ; for I am told by Aftrelogers, I ſhall be kill 
in a Coach. I muſt then always go on Foot, and no 

Air out of Paris. 
Such was the End of this Prince, ſo highly venen 
ted by the French. He was really a Man of great Cov 
rage and great Penetration; and ſo much the greater 
in that he regarded the Deſtruction of the Oriana 
Empire, as ene of the diffieulteſt Things in the Work. 
And truly, no other Prince did that Honour to Man 
met nor his Succeſſors. But yet not finding his owl 
Forces ſufficient to invade and deſtroy the Turkiſh Em 
pire, he invented a chymerical Project to find Poſlby 
ity in a Thing which ever appear'd impoſſible. 
In the very Moment I am writing, I have receiv 
certain News of my Ruin. If I be not taken off ta 
time at Paris, I ſhall be perhaps more fortunate that 
ever, and more fucceſsfully and fully ſerve our Gre 
Emperor, whoſe Clemency is 9 to his Grandew 
and who is above all the Powers on Earth. Cardind 
Richlieu has ſent for me to come to him: I thereto 
\ finiſh this Letter in haſte, which perhaps will be ta 
laſt I write, being greatly afraid I am diſcovered.” % 
my Fear be vain, I ſhall learn thee in another Lette! 
the moſt remarkable Events of Henry's Life. In th 
mean time, I am reſolved and diſpoſed to * q

Yet he was more troubled, at what a Pexfy 
one Day told him, who ſpake to him with great Fre 
dom; and his Diſcourſe gave him that Diſturbance 
which he could never get rid of. This Man talkdt 
the Prince often with great Familiarity when he fou 
him in the Field; and one Day held this Diſcourſe t 
him: Vie are here two Men; thou art a good King, de 
4 a poor Peaſant; yet I am perhaps a better Man, beuay 
J am more Innocent. I have ſaid all the Good I can l 
Perſon to my Friends, being ſenſible of thy Juſtice, t| 
Bounty and Liberality: But all theſe Virtues are harril 
foiled by a grievous Vice, which God will neter forgi 
thee, unleſs thou leaveſt it off ; thou committeſt, Gru 
Prince, continual Adulteries. 

"Tis certain, this Prince acknowledged to ſome « 
his Confidents, That he had that Day heard in parti 
hr a Preacher, who, without any Skill in Theology at 
Rhetorick, had more moved him than all the Docta 
of the Sorbonne put together could do. This Sorben 
is a College in Paris, famous for learned Divines. 

This Prince put a pleafant Trick on his Conf/ 
who often urged him to forſake his Miſtreſſes, and co 
tent himſelf with the Embraces of his Wife: He 0 
dered a Cook, who was wont to dreſs this Des 
Victuals, to give him nothing to eat but Partridge 
which ſo greatly tired him, that he could not forbe 
complaining to the King himſelf, that this Cook 
fo wilful and humourſome, that he would let him hu 
nothing but Partridges ; ſo that he grew ſo weary Wl 
that kind of Food, as made him ſick at the Thought 
it; the Prince only anſwered him; Always the Qu 
al:oays Partridges. 
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He loved Learned Men, and was a great Patron of 
dem; yet he ſaid, That Neceſſity obliged him to fol- 
y Arms, but had he been left to his own Inclination, 
would have choſen to have heen a Scholar. 

He had no great Eſteem for Phyſicians, as believing 
eſe kind of People wiſh ill to Men; being of Tiberius's 
find, who thought that a Man of thirty Years of 
ge needed them not. 

But on the contrary, he moſt eſteemed Hiſtorians, 
d gave Penſions to ſeveral of them in Germany, Italy, 
| other Places; ſaying oft, That if any one could 
d the Books of Titus Livy, which are wanting, and 
ſe of Tacitus, that he would willingly beftow on 
in the ſame Gift of three Cities, which Aerxe:s 
ade to a Greek Captain; the One for Bread, the Se- 
nd for Wine, and the Third for Cloathing : And 
terefore there are above fifty Authors who have written 
Hiſtory : He envied Auguſtus, by reaſon of the 
lppineſs of having ſo many learned Men in his Reign; 
d that he more eſteemed Mæcenas, living a peaceable 
itzen at Rome, than Alexander triumphing over all 
a; and, That Mecenas's patronizing and recompen- 
g Illuſtrious Men that excelled in Rome in all Arts, 
jd rendered his Name Immortal, together with that 
his Sovereign. 

He bewailed the great Pains he had taken, to obtain 
te Command of others, and for his having learn'd 
thing himſelf ; affirming, It had been better for 
m to have learn'd to command himſelf. He was 
o wont to ſay, That a wiſe Prince ought never to 
uſe a Peace, unleſs it be found more prejudicial than 
ar, | 
being one Day converſing with the Syaniſb Ambaſ- 
lor, he began to walk very faſt ; and perceiving the 
toniſhment of this Miniſter, I ſee, ſays he, that I 
ill mount on Horſe-back, and march on Foot too, if

Being at Fountain-Bleau, a Place famous fince { 
veral Ages, and ſhewing all the Buildings there to 
Foreign Prince, who told him when he had ſhewe 


him the Chapel, That he had lodged God in tos nam 


a Compaſs : He anſwered, That God toas better lag 
in the Heart, than in great Edifices of Stone. 

When he drew the Deſigns againſt the Mu/ulmar 
which I mention'd in my other Letter, he did an Acti 
of Generoſity very beneficial to the Moors, who we 
driven out of Spain; permittting above fifty thouſan 
Men, who had paſt the Pyrenees, to embark themſcly 
in the Ports of Provence and Languedoc, to retire in 
Africk. I cannot call to Mind that Time, without b 
wailing the Loſs of a Million of Perſons, who periſh 
by divers Accidents and Miſeries.

He ſeemed 
be much troubled many times, when he ſpake of tht

e Turks 3 his Deſign being, after the Example of the 
ſulmans, to make all Suits, which were everlaſting, 
the Knavery of the Lawyers, to be decided in three 
ys. And he therefore deſigned alſo to burn the 
ks of all thoſe, who had written infinite Commen- 
jes on this Subject; which ſerved only to ruin the 
ple, and cauſed oftentimes amongſt Relations, 
ends and Neighbours, ſuch Broils, as may be ſaid 
d more Miſchief than a Civil War. He affirmed, 
it in imitating herein the Tzxr4s, he ſhould uſe his 
Wits as his real Children, and hinder them from 
during one another; that he would cauſe ſharp 
als and Razors to be faſten'd to the Seats where the 
ages fate, that thoſe who ſuffer d themſelves to 
corrupted, might fit thereon ; and indeeed in this 
ticular, I cannot but wonder at the Chri/tians Blind- 
We ſee oftentimes decided in one only Campaign, 
Differences of two great States; but a Suit in Law 
twenty Sequins, ſhall often laſt a Man's whole Lite, 
perhaps be entailed on his Heirs.

twenty of his innocent Pages to be ript open, to dif 
cover him tlit had eaten a Melon in his Garden. 

Henry was a great Lover of Ladies, and an extre: 
Admirer of that Sex; and Mahomet, jealous of th 
too great Beauty of his Miſtreſs, cut off her Head hin 
ſelf in a full Divan. And farther, if Mahomet gave i 
the Eaſt a great Example of Juſtice, in putting h 
own Son to Death, for deflouring the Paughter of th 
Baſſa Achmet in a Bath; Henry gave a greater in hi 
own Perſon, in repairing at the Head of his Arm 
the Outrage offered to a young Girl, from whom h 
could not fear any vexatious Conſequences. 

Be ſure, however, to be ſilent in theſe Judgments 
make, and ſhew thy {elf ditcreet, if thou intendelt t 
hold any Correſpondence with me. 

Imitate the Bees; gather from ſo many Flowers pre 
ſented thee, what appears to thee ſweeteſt and m 
proper to form Mu ſtapha's Mind, and ſupple his Sp 
like Wax.

i The Court conſiſts of all theſe Profeſſions, and there 
ae ſome particular Perſons, who are Maſters of all theſe 
Sciences, of which Number is Cardinal Richlieu. He 
z not content with this his Knowledge, but ſeeks 
ſill for further Light in the Commerce of all Perſons 
of Merit who arrive here; neglecting nothing which 


m 
1 my enrich this Kingdom with new Diſcoveries in Arts 
ter and Sciences, out of Love to his Country, and Deſire 


to render his Miniſtry more famous. 

Thou ſeeſt by this, Invincible Baſa, that to keep 
Company with Courtiers, Who have ſo many different 
Qulities, a Man muſt have ſome for his Share that he 
my ſay ſomething in his Turn, and not be always a 
bare Hearer of other People's Diſcourſe. 

For this Purpoſe the particular Study, to which J ap- 
ply'd my ſelf, whilſt I was a Slave in Sicily, does much 
help me, though not ſufficiently. "T'was Books I read 
in this Iſland, not Men. Now, knowing my Buſineſs 
required much Diſſimulation, an awakened Mind, 
and eſpecially Prudence, Eloquence and Learning, ta 
peak properly on Occaſions ; great Reading to obtain 
tne Knowledge of ancient and modern Things; a re- 
fed Policy, to diſcover or conceal one's ſelf, and to 
ounterfeit ſometimes a mighty honeſt Man: Nothing 
lay, appear'd to me more conducing to this Purpoſe, 
han the turning over Hiſtories ; and therefore I 
ſuve earneſtly apply'd my ſelf to this Work. And be- 
ae few Books are not ſufficient, and a great many 
reed Confulion, I have happily got Admiſſion into the 
lequaintance of an ancient Learned Man, whoſe Study 
onſiſts of none but choice Books, and has travelled. 
ver moſt Parts of the World; not like Apolloniuus, to 
arn the Language of Birds and Beaſts; but to know. 
e Cuſtoms, Laws, Virtues, and Defects of Nations. 
was firſt for informing my {elf of all the Prodigies 
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which the God of the Jets has done in Favour of thy 
ungrateful People. I afterwards inquired into the Life 
and Doctrine of the Meſias, whom the Chriſtians wor. 
. ſhip. - I alſo look'd into what had been done confiderz 
ble at Athens, and Sparta, Thebes, Rome, and Carthage; 
ard carefully remark'd what Divinities were ador'd in 
thoſe ſo famous Places, and found that the great Philo. 
ſophers and Captains, who made ſuch a Noiſe about 
their Religions, had at Bottom none at all. Having 
run over what the Chriſtians call the Old and Mu 
Tetament, the Hiſtories of Fojephus, Xenophon, Pily- 
bius, Thucydides, Livius and Tacitus, my greateſt Ay. 
Plication has been, and ſhall be for the future, to read 
and meditate on the Works of the Great Platarch, eſpe 
cially his Lives of Illuſtrious Greeks and Romans, related 
by him with ſo great Exactneſs. And thus far I have 
arrived in this ſhort Space, and here I have ſtopt. 1 
have learn'd, by the Reading of Plutarch, to amuſe ti Ata 
Cardinal Rich/ieu ; to whom I offered myſelf Two Day 
ago, and have put into his Hands the following Dina 
courſe, made after the Manner of Chri/#ians, and haye 
ſtript myſelf, if a Man may fo ſpeak, of the Manner and 
Style of the Turks, as J have done of their Habits, the 
better to diſguiſe Titus, the Faithful Slave of the Gre:

The Spe 
niards and Portugueſes, have rendred this Authy 
fo famous in China and Japan, that theſe Barbe 
rians, not contented with having tranſlated into thi 
Languages all the Lives of the Greeks and Re 
mans, they have order'd (if I miſtake not) tha 
every Five Years new Copies be made, to the En 
they may be eternally preſerved.

having oft experienced, that they are jealous at the 
Riches of a private Perſon. - Sovereigns cannot en- 
dure, that a mean Wretch, born amongſt the Dregs of 
the People, ſhould have in his Power wherewithal to 
make himſelf happy, and ſeveral others ; which obliges 
them to deprive theſe Philoſophers of the Means of 
working, and makes them labour in ſecret, and conceal} 
themſelves with more Care, when they have finiſhcd 
their Work. Great Men cannot eaſily ſuffer private Peo- 
ple to become Maſters, by Virtue of this Art, and to do 
all thoſe Wonders which by this marvellous Metal may 
be wrought in their Cloſets, without going to Peru, 
and ranſacking there the Bowels of the Earth: They 
know very well, that this long'd-for Gold produces e- 
very Thing; gives Reputation; makes them follow one, 
who fled from a Man before; corrupts thoſe who ap- 
pear the moſt incorruptible ; opens the ſtrongeſt Doors; 
overthrows whole Armies; cauſes a Man to change his 
Mind in a Moment; makes him that was a poor Man, 
preſently talk Sentences: Nay, many Chri/tians affirm 
this Metal to be ſo efficacious, that it draws the Souls 
out of a doleful Abode, called Purgatory, ſo that it 
ſeems as if it appeaſed God's Wrath, and brings Men 
to Heaven. | 
Theſe fore-mentioned Reaſons, obliged the cruel 
Dioclefian, to put to Death as many Chymiſts as could 
be found in Egypt; and, at the ſame time, to cauſe their 
Books to be burnt, leſt the People, who were naturally 
ingenious, being become too powerful by the Art of 
making Gold, ſhould undertake a War againſt the Ro- 
man Empire. But we find in the ancient Writings of 
the Arabians, that Moſes having learned of God himſelf 
the Art of perfectly knowing Nature, and that of the 
Converſion of Metals, and making Gold, to write in 
Letters formed of this Metal, the Law he preſcrib'd 
the Iſraelites: He taught it to Carun, a poor Man, 
but his intimate Friend, and near Kinſman ; who being 
become very rich by means of this Science, had heap'd 
up immenſe Treaſures, and built himſelf forty Houſes, 
which were filled with Gold, but were all ſwallowed up, 
; = RT and 
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and buried in the Earth, by the Virtue of Mo/es's Rod, 
with the Maſter of them, whom fo great Riches had 
render'd proud, and made him think of wi thdrawing . 
himſelf from obeying this great Servant of God, having 
falſty accuſed him before the People of divers Crimes, 
and eſpecially of having abuſed a Virgin. 

The laſt Thing which was diſcover'd in the Venetian 
Territories, was a great Urn found in an hollow Cave. 
In this. Urn, which was conſiderably large, there wa 
another - leſs, and in it two Pots, one full of Gold re- 
duc'd into Liquor, and the other of Silver of the ſame 
Faſhion, and a Lamp which ſeem'd to have burnt for 
many Ages. Twas known by the Characters on this 
Urn, that they were conſecrated to the God Pluto ; and 
there were on them Latin Verſes, which ſhewed, 
That Maximus Olibius had been tbe Author of them. 
Thoſe then who fay this Art is falſe, that the Beginning 
of it is a Lye, the Middle of the Work meer Fatigue, 
and. the End Beggary, have not ſaid true themſelves; 
and yet one candot accuſe them, as having not in ſome 
fort ſpoke the Truth. 

I beſeech the Sovereign Creator of all Things, from 
whom alone we hold what we know, as being the great 
and wiſe Architect of Nature, that he would beſtow on 
thee the Science of the learned Geber, that thou may'l 
be as rich as Solomon; but above all, that he would 
grant thee the Spirit of Aglaus, who was ever ſeen to 
hve content. oo .

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they are handſome, but more, when they are home! 
and deform'd. The Fathers, Brethren, and Huſbands 
guard the former, as Cerberus guarded the Gates of 
Hell; and the others guard themſelves, and look on 
all Things with Eyes of Envy and Diſcontent, which 
makes them empoyſon every Thing. But that 
which happens amongſt us, is very different from 
what's in France, where Women enjoy almoſt a Liberty 
equal to that of Men. Not but that we ſee notable 
Adventures happen there; witneſs the Queen, who is 
Mother to a great King now reigning, and yet lives in 
Exile, and as a Fugitive amongſt Strangers, through 
the Credit of Cardinal Richlieu, for whom ſhe has not 
all the Deference he expected. And an ancient Lady 
(I may call her ſo now ſhe does not hear me) told me 
ſuch Things, ſome Days paſt, on this Occaſion, which 
I can ſcarce believe my ſelf, did I not know them to 
be true from elſe-where. 

I am farther told that this Cardinal, not having ſuc- 
eeeded in the Deſign he had of marrying his Niece 


with a Prince of the Blood, intended (if he could) to; 
marry her to the King's Brother: But there's no great 
Likelihood, but fo able a Minifer muſt ſee into the 


miſchievous Conſequences into which this Promotion 
would bring him; for, it would undoubtedly draw on 
him the Hatred of all the great People in the Kingdom.

+ TIS about fixty Years, fince D. Seba/tian, King 


of Portugal, died in Africt, by the Hands 0 
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the Moors; and yet his Subjects will believe him ill

He parted from Liſbon in the Year 1578, in the De- 


Cheriff of Africk, whom his Uncle Muley Abdelemelech 
would bereave of his Kingdom; but in Effect, to en- 
deavour at the making himſelf Maſter of Barbary. 

His Army conſiſted of a thouſand Sail, well furniſhed 
with e few Soldiers, but a great many No- 
bility. This Prince was not above 25 Years of Age, 
when he formed this Enterprize; he was a ſtrong bo- 
died Man, of a moderate Stature, but well ſet ; his 
Hair was yellow, his Eyes great and full of Fire ; his 
Courage was not inferior to his Strength; and he had 
no violent Inclination to Pleaſures, which generally 
take Mens Minds off from gallant Actions; he was 
temperate in all Things, yet very forward in Under- 
takings, and always firm and unmoveable in greateſt 
Dangers. He was a great Huſband of his Revenues, 
employing them in his Subjects Defence, or to the In- 
creaſe of his own Power. He was agreeable to all thoſe 


that waited on him ; and in the freeſt Converſations, 


he took care not to diſoblige any one by ſharp Raillery 
or diſtaſteful Sayings 3 and ſo merciful was he, that he 
avoided all Occaſions. of condemning his Subjects to 
Death. He paſſionately loved War; but *tis thought 
the Expedition into Africh, wherein he periſhed, came 
from Spaniſh Counſels. 

D. Sebaſtian was kill'd in fighting with an Invincible 
Courage. The Moors ſay, That his Enemies were ſo 
charmed with his Courage, that his Death drew Tears 
from their Eyes. - 

He was forſaken by his own; mortally wounded near 
the right Eye-brow ; and pierced with Darts in ſeve- 
ral Parts of his Body. He had no Wound in his Head, 
decauſe he was arm'd 3 but he had a great one in his 
Arm, which ſeemed to come from a Muſket Bullet.

attended by an equal Number of Friends, which they 
call Seconds, with Sword and Dagger, or Sword alone, | 
or Piſtol. If the Challenge be received, he is civilly | 
treated who brings it, and, it may be, has rich Preſents | 
given him. But before they fight, the Enemies em- 
brace, as if they were reconciled ; and then in an Inſtant, 
following the Inclinations of their Hatred and Revenge, 
they wound one another, they ſpill each other's Blood, 
and oftentimes their Souls go out furious, through the | 
Wounds they have made. | 

Thoſe that have the Honour of dying in theſe Com- 

| bats do, oft refuſe their Lives, which a generous Enemy _ 
would give them, believing they cannot live without 
Shame ſhould they receive them from an Enemy. 

But the Roman Church, as a Note of the Horror ſhe _ 
conceives at theſe Combats, ſhuts Heaven's Doors againſt 
the Souls of thoſe who leave this Life without doing 
Penance, denying Burial to thoſe who die in the Field 
of Battle ; or, yield them only that which is granted in 
ſome Parts of the Ea/ft-Indies to certain Women, who 
proſtitute themſelves, whoſe Corps are thrown a Prey x 
o the Birds of the Field, and other Animals, who live <2 
dn Carrion. - 
It is not only in 1taly People kill one another in fingle | 
ombats; tis the ſame in Fance, amongſt the Nobility, { 
ho manage theſe Combats in a different Sort. The | 
eſt Friends tear one another on the ſmalleſt Occaſion, 
d they prepare for a Duel in ſuch a manner, as will 
ear to thee without doubt ridiculous,

Tpheſe Enemies ſup together the Night before the 
Combat, and often lie together in the ſame Bed. The 
Friends, which ſerve as Seconds, do the ſame; and 
when they are come to the Place where they be to fight, 
a Friend is forced by the Maxims of Honour, to cut 


his own Throat with the Man's he perhaps moſt loves, 


Nothing happens more frequently in Paris, than theſe 
kind of Combats ; and they produce ſeveral Adventures, 
of which I would give thee an Account, had I not a par- 
ticular Story to tell thee on this Subject. It is of a Chal. 
lenge of a Spaniſh Prince, ſent to a King, whoſe Crown 
could not exempt him from a Letter of Defiance. 

Thou haſt, without doubt, heard of what has hap- 
pen'd-in Lifton, where Don Fohn de Braganxa has been 
elected and proclaimed King of Portugal, as the true Heir 
of the Royal Race. Thou knoweſt alſo, he drove the 
Spaniards out of his Kingdom. The Duke of Medina Si. 
donia, a Grandee of Spain, and this new King's Brother- 
in-law could not hinder himſelf from being ſuſpected, i 
having under hand aſſiſted this Prince ta aſcend the 
Throne; whether it be true, or an Artifice of his Ene- 
mies, God only knows: But however, *tis certain, that 
the Count Duke 4 Olivarex, the King of Spain's chief 
Miniſter, ſent an Order to him to appear at Court, to 
juſtify himſelf from this Suſpicion ; he thought to cle 
himſelf perfectly from the Jealouſies of the Catholic 
King, by ſending a Challenge to Don Jobn of Braganzs 
to oblige him to fight with him; which Letter of Det- 
ance was conceived in theſe Terms. 

D. Gaſpar Alonzo Peres Guſman the Good, Dube 
the Town of Medina Sidonia, Marquis, Count, and Lit 
of the Town of St. Lucar of Barameda, Captain Genera 
of the Ocean, and Gentleman of his Catholick Majeſty" 
Chamber. I ſay, that John of Braganza, who cas nevt!

_ vereign; and for this Reaſon I defy and challenge to a ſings

twenty Days, I ſhall tranſport my ſelf into the Place he 
ſhall appoint, accompanied, or alone, with ſuch Arms as 
he ſpall preſcribe. 


Nat only the Tyrant of Portugal hall be advertiſed: of 


my Challenge, but all Europe, and the whole World. 1 
pretend to make known in this Combat, the infamous 


. Ation of Don John; and in Caſe he does not accept of 


this Defiance, and fails in the Duty of one who .is born a 
Gentleman, I defire this King, who is only a Phantaſm, 
may periſh in ſome Sort or other: I promiſe to give my 
Town of St. Lucar the principal Seat of the Dukes of Me- 
dina, to him that ſball kill him. 

In the mean time, J entreat my Lord, the King of Spain, 


to give me no Command in his Armies, but to grant, 1 


may only ſerve him as a Voluntier, with a thouſand 
Horſe, which I will maintain at my own Charge, till 


that ſerving him in this manner, I may help ts recover . 


the Kingdom of Portugal, and may bring along with me, 
and caſt at his Majeſty's Feet, the Duke of Braganza, if 
he will not fight with me in the Manner I propoſed. 

If thou ſhewelt this Letter of Defiance to the Jani- 
Zaries, that Militia which is terrible to all Nations, 
whom nothing can reſiſt, when they execute the Grand 
Signior's Orders, they will tell thee what ſuch a Chal- 
lenge requires from Men of Courage, and explain to 
thee the Laws which People of Valour preſcribe to 
themſelves : For my part, who am ignorant of the Art 
of War, and the Maxims of ſuch as make Profeſſion of 
Arms, I ſhall not make any Judgment hereupon ; only 
take the Liberty to aſk of thee, if the King of Por- 
tugal, accepted the Combat, and killed the Duke of 
Medina, which of the two would have been declared 
infamous ? Whether there be any Certainty in the 
Deciſions made by Arms? I am willing to think, Ju- 
ſtice is on the Side of the Conqueror: But if on the 
contrary, the Event of the Dyel be uncertain, I take 
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it to be a fooliſh Thing for the Duke to expoſe himſelf, 
and thus affront the King his Brother-in-Law. In ſhort, 
the Duke's Prudence is not to be admired in this Occa- 
ſion, and Braganza has had the Advantage on his Side, 
ſeeing he has ſhewed by his Conduct, that he is effectu- 
ally King of Portugal. 

I cannot but call theſe Chrifians Fools, who ſuffer | 
ſuch Cuſtoms among them, and yet adore a M2/jas, who 
1s a God Peace; and who call us Barbarians, when 
they are the only People that teach us, and all other Na. 
tions, the Arts of fingle Combats, which is the moſt 
pernicious Cuſtom that can be introduced amongſt Men; 
who cut one another's Thrbats oftentimes on flight Oc- 
caſions, and become Prodigals of that Treaſure with 
which the Immortal has entruſted them. Neither can 
I any more approve of Kings and Princes of the fame 
Belief, making War with one another, as we ſee every 
Day amongſt thoſe who profeſs the Chriſtian Religion; 
which yet, as far as I can find, ſcarcely permits any 
Wars, = ſuch as are Defenſive. 

Pardon this tedious Letter, excuſe my Conjectures in 
it, and honour me with thy Commands, which will be 
reſpected by me as ſo many Obligations.

To the invincible Vizir Azem, at Conſtan- 
tinople. 


E hear of nothing now-a-days but Wars and 
Conſpiracies, Seditions, Treaſons, Infidelities, 

and Revolutions of State, and it is in the Kingdoms 0 
Vice, wherein theſe Plagues of Heaven make theſe Diſ- 
orders, I mean, in the Chri/tians Countries. Infaelity 
reigns among the People of Catalonia, England, and Per- 
tugal; the Revolutions which have happened in B. 
celona have no Example; the Defiance or the Chat: 


lenge 
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lenge of a Subject to a King, as is that of the Duke of 
Sidonia to the King of Portugal as his Brother-in- 
Law, and his Enemy, does equally ſurprize all the 
World. We have reaſon to think, that Gd is an 
with the Chriſtians, when we conſider Flanders, Ger- 
many, Italy, and the Frontiers of Spain, peſtered with 
Wars which they make one againſt another. The Ani- 
moſity of moſt of the great People of France againſt 
the Cardinal Favourite, induces them to lay Plots a- 
gainſt his Life ; whence we may ſee, that great Places 
are good for nothing but to expoſe Men to great Dan- 
gers. The laſt Conſpiracy diſcovered againſt the Life 
| of Don John IV. of Portugal, raiſed to the Throne 
by the Nobility, and betrayed by the ſame Nobility; 
not by the whole Body of them, but by a ſmall Num- 
ber of thoſe who had taken an Oath of Fidelity to him 
as well as the reſt, does plainly ſhew us, That there is 
nothing in this World whereon a Man may rely with 
any Certainty, and that here are many People who un- 
dertake juſt Actions, by the Motions of an unjuſt and 
turbulent Spirit, which cannot ſuffer Things to remain 
long in a quiet State, and aſpire continually after 
Change, and to whom every Thing is good that is new. 
[ ſhall relate to thee, in few Words, this laſt Event. 
Thou haſt been informed of the others by the Letters 
[ have written to thee, (invincible General of the Otto- 
man Armies, and Steward of the Emperor's Laws, who 
1s the Sovereign of Sovereigns) and by thoſe which the 
Kaimacham and the Baſſa's have received from me, who 
are obliged to give thee an Account of whatever comes 
to their Knowledge. 

Several of the Great Ones in Portugal, and amongſt 
them, ſome of the new King's Kindred, hatch'd a Con- 
ſpiracy againſt him, and reſolved to put the Kingdom 
again into the Spaniards Hands, and entirely ruin the 
Family of Braganza. The principal Author of this 
-onſpiracy was Don Sebaſtian, de Mattos, Archbiſhop of 
2r2az4e, the Count Duke 4Olivarez's Creature, to whom 
e owed his Fortune. The Chief who conſpired with the 
editious Prieſt, were the Marquis 4e Ville Reale, 2

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the Count 4 Armamar. Theſe two Men of great Birth 
and Credit, ſoon drew ſeveral others into their Party, 
ſome by the Hope of Recompences, and others through 
| Wearineſs of obeying their new Sovereign, or w 

with the new Form of State, which they. thought might 
change to their Advantage. They long held a ſecret 
Intelligence with the Catholict King's Council, who pro- 

miſed them all poſſible Aſſiſtance for the Execution of 
their Deſign, and after that infinite Recompences. 
This Conſpiracy was to produce a dreadful Tragedy, 
| wherein all the Blood of the Royal Houſe and Family of 
1 Braganza, was to be ſpilt. The King was to be the 
firſt Victim, with his Children, and the Queen his Wife. 
D. Duarte alſo was to be put to Death, who was kept 
cloſe Priſoner in the Caſtle of Milan. A Domeſlick, 
- affeftioned to his Maſter, and who was attentive to 
. what paſt, delivered the King and Family of Braganza 
out of this Danger. He was ordinarily employ'd in 
* ſecret Intrigues, and made frequent Courſes into Spain, 
to diſcover the Deſigns of the Court of Madrid. He 
met by Chance im an Inn, a Man who ſeem'd of a mean 
Condition, born in the Kingdam of Bohemia, with whom 
having entered into a ſtrict Friendſhip, as it happens 
uſually amongſt Travellers, he came to diſcover he was 
often diſpatched by the Catho/ick King's principal Mini. 
Her, on Affairs of great Weight; and that he expected 
in a ſhort Time to raiſe his Fortune to a conſiderable 
Pitch, being entruſted with Packets of Letters contain- 
ing Things - of the higheſt Importance to the State. 
The crafty Portugueſe ſoon diſcerning he might get out 
Secrets of great Concernment from this imprudent 
Man, for the good of his Maſter, reſolved to kill him in 
a defart Place, where they were to paſs 3 which he did, 
having firſt made him drunk with ſtrong Wine. As ſoon 
as he had done his Work, he ſtript him, and found Let 
ters and Inſtructions to the Conſpirators, which he 
ſpeedily carried to D. John, who thereby diſcover'd the 
whole Conſpiracy. | 
Others ſay, that D. Alphonſo of Portugal, Count # 
Vermifſſa (having been ſolicited by the Archbiſhop al 
Braguty

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Brague,) who thought he could eafily bring him into 
the Conſpiracy (being diſcontented at the King for taking 
away from him a great Office) went to his Sovereign, 
and freely diſcover'd to him the Conſpiracy which had 
been made, to deprive him both of his Crown and Life : 
And, tis added, that this Count appear'd ſince one of the 
hotteſt of the Accomplices, till the very Inſtant where- 
in they were to execute- their Project ; at which Time 
they were apprehended and puniſh'd as they deſerved: 
Others ſay, the Duke of Medina Sidonia, the King's 
Brother-in-law, who appear'd to the Accomplices to be 
of the Plot, gave Notice of it to the King his Brother. 
In fine, the Conſpirators were executed in ſeveral 
Places after different Manners, where the People aſſem- 
bled, deteſting their Crime, ſhewing great Satisfaction 
in their Deaths, and bleſt Heaven for preſerving their 
Sovereign. | 
They were apprehended one Day, wherein the King 
declared he would appear in Publick ; and all the Nob:- 
lity being met, he cauſed the Guilty to be call'd one af- 
ter another, who were all made Priſoners without any 

Diſturbance. In the mean time, as many 'Troops as 
were near Liſbon were in Arms; and the People alſo 
took Arms to defend their Prince, if need required. 

The Inquifitor General was treated as guilty, for 

knowing of the Conſpiracy, and not diſcovering 

it. The Great Treaſurer, Lawrence Pides, who kept 
the Keys of the firſt Court of the Palace, was to enter 
in the Night with an Hundred Men well armed, and 
begin the Tragedy. The Naval Army, which rode at 
Anchor in the Port of Beleem, was to be burnt; and 
there were them in each Veſſel, who were to ſet them 
jon Fire. The Four Corners of the City were alſo to | 
be fired, to the end, that the People, the Soldiers, and
